And 
(fhould he fucceed in placing the conduct 
and behaviour of that univerfally efteemed 
Officer, together with thofe of the reft of 
the Officers and troops who fo bravely 
fhared with him in the labours and dangers 
attending the ficge of Mangalore, in that 
light which he feels they deferve to be 
placed in, as it was the fole motive, fo 
will it be the only reward he expects, or 
withes for, from the publication. 
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May 9, 1783. 


Person, who called himfelf'a Sepoy, 

came in from Bedanore this night. 

Be gave information that Brigadier-general 
"Mathews had been obliged to capitulate on 
> ahe 28th of April : That, by the Articles, 
te General was to be allowed to march his 
i froops down the Gautts, and join the reft 
#ef the army: That, as foon as the fort was 
: given up, the Englifh troops were fur- 
“rok danded by thofe of the Nabob Tippo 
f ! Sadtan Bahadar, and made prifoners at dif- 
eretion : : That he (the Sepoy) effected his 
oe by mixing with, and pafling for one 
of, the enemy; and declared himfelf ready 
mt’ be hanged, if detected in a falfehood. 
‘ € Sepoy was ordered into confine- 
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The Fairford Indiaman, outward bound, 
Captain Haldane, carne to anchor in the 
road: Received from him all the Com-~ 
pany’s recruits that were on board, a large 
fipply of fale meat, and a few other ar- 
ticles of confurnption. 


May 12. 


A fecond Sepoy came in, who con- 
firmed the fall of Bedanore :—Ordered a 


prifoner. 
May 13. 


The Fairford Indiaman failed for Bom- 
hav. A fervant of the Commiflary’s efcaped 
from the enemy, and arrived this night 
from Bedanore. He corroborated the in- 
telligence given by thofe Sepoys who arri- 
ved on the oth and 12th inftant. This 
perfon was alfo ordered into confinement, 
till fuch time as the enemy, by their mave- 
ments, left no room to doubt the authen- 
ticity of his information *.

* Thcfe three men being on the zoth inftant fee at Li- 

berty, immediate!v made their ef.ape to the enemy ; which 

clearly proved that they had been fent ia (as was fufpectted) 
with an intention to fr.Le a panic among the troops. 


May 
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May 18. 


This evening, a body of the enemy, 
fuppofed to be about 5000, encamped up- 
on a hill, oppofite to our out-poft, and 
diftant above two miles. 

Colonel Campbell (intrufted with the 
provifional commund in chief of all his 
Majefly’s and the Honourable the Com- 
pany’s forces, ferving on the coaft of Ma- 
labar, by the Honourable the Governor 
and Select Committee of Bombay) iffued 
orders for the troops to flrep accoutred 
conftantly during the night, and all out- 
pofts to be particularly vigilant. 

The garrifon of a fmall circular fort, 
(generally called the O@agon) which in 
fome meafure commanded the entrance in- 
to both the northern and fouthern rivers, 
was augmented to 100 rank and file, Eu- 
ropeans and Sepoys, and the command given 
to a Subaltern in the Honourable the Com-~- 
pany’s fervice. 


May 19. 


Large bodies of the enemy hourly ar- 
rived in their camp; and, by five o'clock 
in the evening, it was fuppofed that near 
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the whole of the Nabob’s army had come 
up. The front of their encampment ex~ 
tended three miles from right to left. 
Small parties reconnoitred near our out- 
poft, but no movement of confequence 
was made by the enemy this day. Our 
out-poft was fituated on a hill at random 
cannon-fhot diftance from the fort. Ie 
was extenfive, and formerly a flight re- 
trenchment had been thrown up round it. 
It commanded two of the moft principal 
roads leading towards the fort, and, on 
that account, was an eligible poft to main- 
tain: But, on the other hand, there were 
weighty objections againft too long a per- 
feverance in its defence; and, by its not 
having been timely evacuated, we had near- 
ly loft the laugels which the garrifon after- 
wards fo glorioufly won. ‘Two battalions 
of Sepoys, with a few light iron guns, 
and the necefiary number of European ar- 
tillery-men, (near half our force), were 
allotted for the prote&tion of this out- 
poft; and their feveral ftations were im- 
mediately chofen and pointed out by Co- 
lonel Campbell, with a degree of fkill and 
precifion which ever accompanied the ae- 

; tions 
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tions of that experienced, able, and ever 
to be lamented foldier. 

Working parties from our troops were 
conftantly employed (a duty they under-~ 
went with great chearfulnefs) in throwing 
up retrenchments, cutting down trees, &c,. 
&e.; and every poflible precaution was ta- 
ken to prevent furprife. 

A European foldier this day deferted 
from the enemy, and gave the following 
information:—That Brigadier-general Ma- 
thews had, on the 27th of April, furren- 
dered that fortrefs, Colandroog and Ar- 
ranpore forts to the enemy: That sene- 
ral Mathews’s army was allowed to march 
out with all the honours of war, but that 
as {oon as the rear of our troops had pafied 
the outer gateway, three battalions of the 
enemy’s Sepoys took poffeflion of it, whilft 
a confiderable body of regulars difarmed 
our troops, and obliged them to become 
prifeners at difcretion, contrary to the moft 
folemn treaty: That the Nabob Tippe 
Sultan commanded in perfon the army now 
before Mangalore: That his brother Kir- 
rum Saheb, and Mahomed Ally Caun, the 
favourite Commandant of his father the late 

_B 3 Hyder 
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Hyder Ally, were alfo prefent: That the 
enemy’s ftrength was fixty thoufand horfe ; 
thirty thoufand regular well-difciplined Se- 
poys; fix hundred French European infan- 
try, under the command of Colonel Cofig- 
nie; Monfieur Lally’s corps, compofed of 
Europeans and natives, and a French troop 
of European difmounted cavalry, under 
the command of Monfieur Boodena, a 
Captain in the French fervice; with near 
100 pieces of artillery, from four to twen-~ 
ty-four pounders; and irregulars: The 
whole fuppofed to exceed one hundted and 
forty thoufand fighting men *. 

All the troops off duty were ordered for 
the future to repair to the alarm-poft every 
morning an hour before day-break. 


May 20. 


At dey-light, a body of the enemy, 
confifting of about three thoufand infantry, 
and a {mall ‘number of horfe, were difco- 
vered on the line of march, from the right

of 
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of their encampment, moving round the 
hili on which was our advanced poft, at the 
diftance of one mile and an half. Three 
guns were obferved to accompany therm. 
Abont noon, their front had gained the 
banks of the river to the northward of the 
fort, along which they advanced, and o- 
bliged a {mall party of ours to retreat to a 
breaft-work, thrown up acrofs the main 
ftreet of the bezar, which effectually ftop- 
ped their progrefs. A conftant irregular 
fire of mufketry was kept up by the ene- 
my, to draw our attention from works we 
obferved they were conitructing, from the 
banks of: the river to the right of* the be- 
zar. A light gun was very frequently firea, 
with an intention to interrupt their work- 
ing people ; but it did not prevent their 
continuance. About five o’clock in the 
afternoon, the enemy brought one gun to 
hear upon ours, bug fired only a few rounds. 
Captain Campbell pf the g8th regiment, 
who commanded in the bezar, was, about 
this time, mortally wounded, | : 

Three guns were, in the afternoon of 
this day, brought from their main body to 
out left, anda =" of the enemy 


ene 
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encamped about two miles and a half to 
the northward of the fort. Several prin- 
cipal officers were obferved to pafs fram 
their firft encampment to our left, and 
were alfo feen reconnoitring in front of our 
breaft-work in the bezar. 

During the night the enemy were bufily 
employed in conftructing batteries, and 
kept {mall parties in front to fkirmith. 

Several judicious arrangements were this 
day made for the convenience of the troops 
in garrifon, and nothing was omitted that 
could in the {malleft degree tend to their 
prefervation or fafety. Numberlefs diffi- 
culties arofe from the want of a fufficient 
number of houfes, and the great f{carcity 
of materials for hutting the troops within 
the walls, at a feafon when the monfoon 
was fhortly expected to fet in, was a fitua- 
tion truly critical and alarming, and coft 
us the life of many a gallant foldier. So 
much did we confide in the near approach 
of the rainy feafon, and fuch was our affu- 
rance that the enemy could not poffibly 
think of a ferious attack under fo great a 
difadvantage, that precautions again{ft a 
fiege, till a very Tate period indeed, were 

judged 
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judged totally unneceflary; and to this 
grand miftake (which did not originate 
with Colonel Campbell) may be imputed 
our great lofs of officers and men, by be- 
ing fo much expofed to the enemy’s fire, 
by ficknefs and defertion. 

All the troops off duty were conftantly 
employed in conftructing various works for 
our defence. The officers pointed out the 
neceffity of fuch exertions in a way that 
did them the higheft honour; and they 
readily participated in the labour. 


May 21. 


A fmall reinforcement was fent to the 
enemy’s encaimpment on our left. Some 
European officers reconnoitred our ont- 
poft, but their main body remained in- 
active. In the bezar the enemy ftill kept 
up a conftant irregular fire of mufketry, 
and greatly added to their works. During 
the night, a great deal of firing at the 
bezar breaft-work. 


MAy 22. 


At eight this morning, the enemy open- 
ed a twenty-four pounder on our works 
5 in 
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an the bezar, and damaged them much. A 
{mall party of cavalry at fame time advanced 
upon our right, to reconnoitre towards the 
fouthern face of the fort, within a fhort 
diftance of a pagoda (a Gentoo church) 
where the 42d regiment was pofted; and 
a party of the enemy’s infantry alf{q took 
pofieffion of a houfe in front; but a few 
.of our Sepoys, headed by a non-commif- 
fioned officer, foon diflodged them. 


Two Sepoys, belonging to the sth bat- 
talion, came in from the enemy this day. 
They confirmed fotmer information re- 
lative to the reduction of Bedanore, and 
gave intelligence, that the enemy had lately 
fent off a great number of bullocks to Af- 
fengurry Gaut, in order to bring up part of 
their heavy artillery from that place. 


The enemy’s encampment to our left 
appeared to have been reinforced by Euro- 
peans. It was fuppofed that the French 
battalion had. marched there during the 
night. 

A great deal of firing at the bezar breaft- 
work all this morning ; and, at noon, the 
“enemy advanced upon the right of the main 
ftreet 
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ftreet of the Bezar. A brifk fire of muf- 
ketry commenced on both fides, and lafted 
near an hour, when the enemy retired a 
fhort diftance. At fame time, a body of 
their infantry, confifting of about feven 
hundred men, was feen from our out-poft 
moving round to our right, at the diftance 
of two miles. At two in the afternoon, 
a great part of the force the enemy had 
to the northward, changed their ground, 
fome to their firft encampment, but the 
greater part took their ftations behind the 
hills in front and 6n the flanks of our 
eut-poft. They fent two guns and two 
tumbrils to their old encampment, and 
were obferved to be bufy making fafcines 
in our neighbourhood : Rocket-boys were 
alfo feen ftationed on the neareft hills. All 
thefe different movements plainly indicated 
an attack in this quarter, and that the ene- 
my had entirely laid afide their firft inten~ 
tion of forcing a paffage through the be- 
gar. Of this Colonel Campbell was per- 
fectly convinced; and, to thofe who had 
the honour of his confidence, he more 
than once mentioned his determination to 
withdraw the out-poft as foon as it was 

dark. 
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dark. But, notwithftanding feveral of the 
enemy were detected, early in the night, 
creeping on their bellies within our advan- 
ced fentinels, with an intention, as they 
confefied, to carry off the abbatis which 
{topped up the entrance to the poft; al- 
though thefe prifoners gave information 
that a battery of four guns was completed 
on the oppofite hill, guarded by the Euro- 
pean French battalion, and numbers of 
troops fecreted behind all adjacent hills ; 
though our out-poft had not a fingle ma- 
gazine for ammuniti6n or provifions, or 
any water; though from its diftance from 
the fort, our guns could not afford the 
Jeaft affiftance or protectidn ; though, by 
particular movements, the enemy had it 
in their power to furround and effectually 
cut off the whole of our troops pofted 
there (near half our force); though the: 
immediate {urrender of the remaining part, 
with the fort of Mangalore, muft have fol- 
lowed ; though all thefe, and many other 
reafons, plainly pointed out the neceffity 
of a {peedy abandonment of that unfortu- 
nate poit; yet did Colonel Campbell (re- 
markable for his independency, and for 

acting 
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acting folely from himfelf, in all trying 
and critical fituations, and I have feen him 
in a great many) facrifice his opinion to, 
I may fay, the clamours and illiberal re- 
marks of fome of his officers whom he 
confulted ; forgetting that, whatever might 
be their fentiments, he alone was anfwer~ 
able for the confequences, and that, by 
adopting the opinions of others, he loft 
the confidence of his troops, and fported 
with the lives of as brave and gallant a 
little army as ever oppofed an enemy. 

This evening, a detachment of fixty 
Sepoys, under the command of a fubal- 
tern, was fent to reinforce our out-poft, 
where, during the night, advanced fen- 
tries were continually firing. 


May 23. 


At day-break the attack upon our out- 
poft commenced. Rockets were thrown 
from all quarters by the enemy, and im- 
mediately their battery of four guns opened 
from the oppofite hill, and kept up a re- 
markable quick fire. Shortly after, could 
be perceived large columns of the enemy 

ad- 
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advancing from behind the different hille 
to the attack, which had {carce began 
when our troops gave way on all fides, 
and abandoned their ftations in the greateft 
confufion. At the commencement of the 
firing, the 42d regiment, and a corps of 
Sepoys were fent out to their fupport ; 
but, before their arrival, our troops were 
completely routed. Thisdetachment, how- 
ever, for a fhort time, ftopped the pro- 
prefs of the enemy, and caufed a number 
of the fugitives to efcape. The retreat of 
the Europeans of this corps of referve was 
by no means fuch as might have been ex- 
pected from troops, who, on former oc- 
cafions, had been particularly diftinguifhed 
for their fpirited behaviour, and contempt 
of danger. ‘The unaccountable panic 
which feized the Sepoys, {fpread to the 
Europeans. In the rear divifions, which 
were the moft diforderly, the officers 
were feen exerting all their influence to 
preferve proper regularity, and threat- 
ening deftruction to thoie who difobey- 
ed, but without effect. The enemy, en- 
couraged by their fucceis, crouded on 
in large bodies, and fome had the ayda- 

city 
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city to approach to within half mufket- 
fhot of the covert-way; but, as foon as 
the fire from our artillery was obferved to 
tike effect, they quickly drew off to a re~ 
{pectable diftance. Three European offi- 
cers, with two companies of Sepoys, were 
entirely cut off; anda few iron guns, the 
officers light baggage, palanquins, horfes, 
&c. takin. Al our other pofts were o- 
bliged to be evacuated, and the whole of 
the troops were withdrawn under cover of 
our guns. 

Before noon, feveral rounds from a 
twenty-four pounder were fired by the 
enemy, at random diftance; but, though 
fome of the fhot fell in the fort, they 
luckily did no damage. 

A gun in one of the towers of the lower 
fort, burft, and mortally wounded feverad 
men, and {ome others were flightly hurt. 

In the orders of this date, the troops 
were reminded of the laurels they had fo 
often gained; their late timidity was ju- 
dicioufly pafied over, a plaufible reaton at- 
figned for their being obhged to retreat, 
and the greateft fervices expected from 
their future good conduct. 
About 
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About eight at night the enemy ad- 


vanced towards the covert-way, when a 
heavy fire of mufketry enfued ; but they 
foon retired. Conftant irregular frriag 
during the night.

May 24. 


At day-break, no works of the enemy’s 
difcovered : Some firing from our prin- 
cipal 
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cipal baflions and towers; and, about 
noon, four elephants were fcen dragging 
artillery From the enemy’s old encamp- 
ment to the fouthward of the fort. The 
ditch in the reir of the onter eait gate forme- 
what deepened (to about ten feet), and fc- 
veral horfes were turned out of the Cort for 
Want of forage. 

A flag of truce was thi, day fint in, 
demanding the immediate furrender of the 
fort, as we valued our lives; that it wos 
the Circar’s, and belonged to the Noboh 
Tippo Sultan Bahadar, and not tous. ‘The 
meflenger was difmified without an un- 
{wer. 

A palamar-boat arrived from Tillichcr- 
ry. Difpatches came fafe to hand. They 
mentioned. that the Nabob Tippo was ccr- 
tainly not with the befiegers: That, ia 
confequence of Colonel Lang’s advancin, 
he had left the army deftined for the re- 
duction of Bedanore, and had intrufted the 
command to Mahomed Ally Caun, when 
within thirty miles of his capit.], Se- 
ringapatnam. 

In the orders of this date, Coloncl 
Campbell pointed out, in the ftrongeit 


C te1imis, 
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terme, the heceffity of the utmoft exertion 
of every individual under his command for 
the defence of the fortrefs of Mangalore, 
and humanely fet at liberty a number of 
prifoners belonging to our troops, confined 
for various crimes, and reinftated them in 
the ranks they formerly enjoyed. 

A great deal of thunder, lightning and 
rain, during the night; and a continual 


fire of mufketry kept up.

May 25. 


The enemy kept ata great diftance all 
this forenoon. A numerous party was 
obferved in boats to the northward of the 
fort at r1 o'clock. The reduction of the 
circular fort, on the oppofite bank of the 
river, fuppofed to be thetr object. Sent 
the commanding oflicer a fupply of am- 
munition, During the night, a great deal 
of mufketry; and the enemy were heard 
at work in feveral ditections.

May 26. 
At fun-rife, a battery prefented itfelf, 


nearly complete, with nine embratures, at 
the diftance of 400 yards, and oppofite the 
north curtain of the upper fort, in which 
Was our principal magazine. All the guns 
that could be brought to bear upon it were 
continually fired during the day, apparently 
with good effect; and a large quantity of 

owder was removed from this magazine, 
and depofited in feveral fmaller ones. Eight 
embrafures were cut out of the parapet of 
the north curtain, and fix guns were ready

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before morning to play upon the enemy’s 
battery, befides thoie in the baitions. Guns 
were fired conftantly during the night to 
prevent the enemy’s repairing the damages 
of the day’s cannonade. Various other 
works were difcovered round the fort, but 
none in appearance formidable.

May 27. 

Notwithftanding the fire that was kept 
up on the enemy’s grand battery during the 
night, at day-break it was obferved that 
they had made feveral alterations, and had 
completed a fecond battery, for four guns, 
oppofite to, and about 400 yards from the 
inner fea-gate. A brisk cannonade, how- 
ever, gave it, in a few hours, a very dif- 
ferent appearance. 

The encmy continued hard at work, in 
every direction, though interrupted as much 
as potfible by our cannon. Various daily 
alterations were alfo made in our cut-works, 
guided chiefly by the enemy’s approaches. 
At noon, a Sepoy, who had been taken the 
23d inftant, made his cfeape from the enc- 
my, and came in, but was fo weak from

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want of food, that he could not give any 
information refpecting their movements.

May 28. 


At day-break the enemy were obferved 
bufily employed in both their batteries. A 
conftant heavy cannenadedilcompofed them 
a good deal, and very much decreafed their 
numbers. 

At one o’clock this afternoon, a fally 
was made upon the enemy’s grand battery, 
and upon that with four embratures oppo- 
fite the fea-gate, with an intention to {pike 
up any guns that might be found 1n or near 
them, and, as much as poffible, to level 
and deftroy the work. For thefe purpofes 
artillery men were provided with proper 
fpikes, and a party of 20 Europeans and 
200 Sepoys furnifhed with the neceflary 
implements, aflifted by the Engineer, and 
his corps of pioneers. As foon as our co- 
vering party, confifting of 40 rank and 
file, and 100 Sepoys, commanded by a 
Captain, had paffed the outer fea-gate, the 
enemy took the alarm, and began a brifk 
fire from a marine-yard, fituated about 100 

paces

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paces from that gateway. Our troops kept 
up their fire, advanced brifkly towards 
their object, and, in a fhort time, gained 
the batteries, affifted by a well-conducted 
fire from 12 guns, eighteen, twelve, and 
nine pounders. A very heavy fire of muf- 
ketry foon commenced on both fides, and 
the enemy colleéted in fuch numbers, not- 
withftanding our formidable cannonade, 
that the lofs of many brave men would 
have been the incvitable refult of a con- 
teft fo unequally maintained, had not the 
commanding officer very prudently formed 
a refolution to retire, Which he tmmedi- 
ately put in execution. Befides, the ene- 
my’s batteries were found to be of fuch a 
thicknefs, as to require many hours to le- 
vel them, with the number of workmen 
we fent out. Embrafures for nine guns 
were counted in their grand battery, four 

lat-forms were laid, and the merlans were 
of fuch a thicknefs as to bid deffance to 
our artillery. The damage both thefe bat- 
teries had fuftained from our laft two days 
inceflant cannonade, was {fcarcely percep- 
tible. 

The enemy hard at work all night.

The enemy this forenoon openrd a bat- 
tery of 3 mortirs upon the fort from the 
miaring-yard, at the diutance of about 150 
paces. (“Tiny hid not any fhells, but tup- 
plied this deteal by fiiting picers of wood 
to the ei:hrteof the mortins, forcing them 
tightly in by rneans of a flecae, and aflix- 
inv te theny flones {om one quarter to one 
half hundred weight, which, in general, 
they torew with great precition. The 
perion who was fo unfirtunate as to receive 
awound, either from the ftones or plugs, 
dom furvived. ‘There was another very 
gceat ineonvenience attending thele mior- 
tars. Fhe flones deitroyed the roofs of 
our hopies, which we liad not materials to 
repuiri——-4\ fituation truly deplorable in 
the height of a monioon: Provifions were 
damaged by them: Arrack leagres were {ta- 
ved: In thort, they carried deftruction with 
them wherever they fell. Their method 

of 
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of loading thefe mortars, however, ‘was 
tedious; it took them twenty minutes. 
Continued to fire them all day, and in 
the night, by which a few unfortunate men 
fuffered. Some fhells in the courfe of the 
day were thrown towards this mortar-bat- 
tery: They fell in a good direction. 
filled, 2 Sepoys.—Wounded, 2 black non- 
commifhoned officers, 2 Sepoys.—De- 
ferted, 1 Sepoy. 


NIAyY 30. 


No material alteration obferved in the 
enemy's works at day-break. Still conti- 
nued to throw a number of large flones 
into the fort from their mortar-battcry. 
In their trenches to the fouthward, many 
Europeans were teen.

{tone of which the fort and out-works 
were built, was fo exceedingly porous and 
bad in evéry refpe@t, that, whenever tho- 
roughly wet, it mouldered away, and made 
larger breaches than the enemy’s fhot. 
With the fand-bags that could be collect- 
ed, the parapets underwent fuch a fuperfi- 
cial repair as time allowed, under the im- 
mediate infpection of Captain Surtorius, 
Chief Engineer; and, in juftice to this 
officer, it is but fair to fay, that from his 
great affiduity in executing his duty with 
unremitted attention during the whole fiege, 
he has a right to claim 2 fhare in having 
greatly affifted in preferving the garrifon. 

Large ftones thrown into the fort, as 
ufual, did fome damage; and this after- 
noon, a beam of a fhed, near the inner 
eaft-gate, gave way, the roof fell in, kil- 
led one Sepoy, and flightly wounded a few 
others.

Vhe parapet of the north-weft 
baftion of the upper fort received a good 
deal of damage, which, during the night, 
was as well repaired as time would admit 
of, and a new embrature formed with ga- 
bions, while it rained inceffantly.

He ftaid, that the 
Nabob Tippo Sultan, with 20,000 ca- 
valry, and 5000 infantry, had, on the 
2eth of May, marched for Bedanore: 
That his Flighnefs had left Mahomed Al- 
ly Caun (who was nearly recovered of a 
wound which he had received in our fally 
of the 28th of May) in command of all 
the remaining troops: That the French 
infantry did not accompany the Nabob:: 
That a report prevailed in the enemy’s 
camp, That the Mahrattahs had actually 
taken Bedanore, and were coming in force 
down the Gautts. But this was intelli- 
gence too romantic and improbable to 

E claim 
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claim the leaft credit, as was nearly the 
whole of his information. 

At four o'clock in the afternoon, a flag 
of truce brought in a letter, figned Lal, 
J.teutenant-colonel in the French fervice, 
demanding, in the Nabob Tippo Sultan’s 
name, the fortrefs of Mangalore ; faying, 
that our trifling force was well known 
to his Highnefs, and that we could not 
expect to hold out any great length of 
time: That, in cafe the fort was given 
up, we fhould experience the greateft le- 
nity: On the contrary, the Nabob, fhould 
he be fo fortunate as to pofiefs himfelf of 
it, would deftroy the garrifon by fire and 
{word : And concluded with recommend- 
ing it to Colonel Campbell to embrace the 
Prince’s generous offer before it was too 
Jate to recede *. To whicha fpirited and 
fuitable anfwer was returned. 

No cannon were fircd from the enemy 
this day; and during the evening and night 
@ torrent of rain fell.

The enemy anfwered us at nine o’clock, 
when they opened their grand battery with 
eight or nine guns, twenty-four pounders, 
eighteens and twelves, and fome of a {mall- 
er caliber. By noon, they had difmount- 
ed one eighteen-pounder in the north-weft 
baftion of the upper fort, and difabled a 
fecond eighteen-pounder on the north cur- 
tain, the parapet of which was totally de- 
molifhed, and our men were obliged to 
guit their guns. The moment the enemy 
became fenfible of their fuperiority, their 
fire, which before had flackened, now in- 
creafed, and lafted till four o’clock in the 
afternoon, when a very heavy rain pre- 
vented a continuance of the formidable 
cannonade, and greatly checked our exer-

Ram Tower in the covert-way, firing 
into them, throwing a number of rockets, 
éc. and appearing every where in their 


trenches on the alert. The fire continued 
D three 
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three quarters of an hour without doing 
us any injury. This feeble attempt to 
fterm all our out-works to the fouth and 
eaft, was made by a corps under the im- 
mediate command of Monfieur Lally, who 
planned the attack. It was an enterprife his 
troops were by no means equal to, unfup- 
ported byartillery. Several of his men got 
entangled, and were dangeroufly wounded, 
in the abbatis, oppofite the cafk battery. 
This poft, prefumptuoufly conceived by 
Monfieur Lally, at fuch an carly period, 
fo eafy of accefs as to be affaulted with a 
profpect of fucceeding by his motley troops, 
withitood every attempt the enemy made 
towards its reduction during the whole 
fiege.

A party of the enemy’s Europeans, con- 
fifting of about 150, was obferved to take 
up their quarters in a pagoda to the fouth- 
ward, diftant from the foit about soo 
yards, formerly occupied by the 42d re- 
giment. 

This day all the black commiifioned of- 
ficers in the garrifon, voluntarily offered 
their fervices to the Commander in Chicf, 
through the black Commandant of the 8th 
battalion of Sepoys (Coofnagie Mugeur, 
a Gentoo), to fink deep trenches in front 
of all our out-works, to prevent the cne- 
my’s mining ; which offer of affiftance was 
gratefully accepted, and the work was im- 
mediately begun. Having mentioned the 
name of the Commandant of the &th bat- 
talion of Sepoys, it would be a want of 
candour, and the greateft breach of juf- 
tice, to pafs over in filence the merits of 
that valuable officer. Throughout the 
fiege he was ever vigilant and active ; pro- 
cured frequent intelligence by his great 
exertions and addrefs ; revived the droop-

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ing {pirits of the black troops, when borne 
down and exhaufted by fatigue and fa- 
mine; and the whole tenor of his conduct 
difcovered fuch fortitude, and fo much zeal 
for the Honourable Company’s intereft, aa 
would have done honour to any rank in 
their fervice. He, amongft many others, 
remains to this day a ftriking inftance how 
ill the moft effential fervices are often re- 
quited—how foon forgotten.

each detachment commanded by a Captain. 
A platoon of mufketry from the cafk bat- 
tery was the fignal for both parties to ad 
vance, which, on its being fired, they im- 
mediately did. At the fame time a diver- 
fion was made at, and in the lines conti- 
guous to the cafk battery, to draw the 
enemy’s attention to that quarter. The 
firft detachment met with fome difficulty 
in getting over the works which furround- 
ed the marine yard; but the other fally- 
ing party was not difcovered by the ene- 
my till within ten yards of that mortar 
battery againft which it was fent, nor was 
it difficult of accefs. 

Both detachments were fuccefsful. Six 
mortars were {fpiked, but in fome they did 
not exactly fit. The enemy made little 
oppofition ; a few were killed in the ma- 
rine yard, an European, and two or three 
black people, taken: But the enemy’s re- 
treat from that mortar battery, againft 
which the other fallying party had been 
fent, was fo precipitate, that none were 
either killed or captured.

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Our lof was not great; one Eyropean 
was taken prifoner, about twelve wound- 
ed; and wery few Sepoys fuffered. Tri- 
fling indeed wonld thefe cafualties have 
been, had our efforts been attended with 
thofe advantages which were expected ; 
but the enemy, by fome means or other, 
before fun- fet, opened both batteries again, 
with the addition of two mortars.

_ All the bullocks in garrifon were this 
day ordered to be referved for the fick and 
wounded ; and half allowance of falt meat 
was directed to be iffued only to the Eu- 
ropeans doing duty, every fecond day. 
This {canty allowance all the troops cheer- 
fully received without the leaft murmur. 

At feven o’clock in the evening a ferjeant 
was fent up the breach in the curtain ; he 
afcended without difficulty. The whole 
garrifon had their ftations minutely point- 
ed out to them, ready to turn out at a 
moment's notice, fhould the enemy at- 
tempt an affault. From our having but 

few 
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few fhells, we were necefiitated to ufe them 
{paringly: ‘Thofe which were thrown fell 
with great exactnefs. 

The enemy at intervals, during the 
night, fired grape from their grand bat- 
tery, which fomewhat interrupted cur 
working parties employed at the breach. 

In a very heavy fhower of rain, the ene- 
my attempted to fteal off a {mall gun ly~. 
ing in front of the outer ecaft-gate, but 
were prevented by the alertnefs of our ad- 
vanced piquets.

Laft night the quarter-mafter-ferjeant 
of the 42d regiment, having firlt robbed 
a foldier’s wife of a little ceth, deferted to 
the enemy. Being a fhrewd intelligent 
fellow, every information they could pof= 
fibly with for, refpeCting the ftate of the 
garrifon, this mean defpicable wretch had 
it in his power to give. Several days be~ 
fore his defertion, he was obferved very 
frequently in our out-works, appeared care- 
fully to examine their fituation, &c. and 
on the fpot committed his remarks to pa- 


per: This intelligence was not brought to

head-quarters till after he had deferted. 
It was alfo difcovered that this cowardly 
fcoundrel had ufed all his influence to in~ 
veigle away a number of our Europeans, 
in which he was but too fuccefsful.

A number of fhot went 
through the gutc, damaged the parapct 
everit; the defences of the north-weil 
tower of the lower fort were much inju- 
red, and the outer fea-gate fuffered a little. 
The enemy’s works in front of the Dur- 
bar were carried on with amazing induftry

and perfeverance, notwithitanding the in- 
terruption of our fhells: And, in juftice 
to our Sepoys, it is proper to mention, 
that they hourly rendered by their labour 
the moft effential fervices, during almoft 
continual rain; and, upon every occafion, 
fhewed the moft laudable zeal for the fer- 
vice: Thofe who particularly dittinguifh- 
ed themfelves, never went unrewarded. 
The enemy this day removed their ftone 
mortars from the marine yard; two near 
the rope-walk, and two, in an oblique di- 
tection, to the left from the cafk-battery, 
about 100 yards diftant. From thefe fitu- 
ations the out-works to the fouth-caft 
were a good deal annoyed.

In the 
gateway large powder-chefts were placed, 
Alled with earth, the wicket only left open. 
This day a number of fhells were thrown 
into the enemy’s advanced works, and, the 
weather being favourable, there were few 
that did not take effect. 

At two in the afternoon, a European 
roldicr deterted from the enemy, and came 
in. Te reported, that in confequence of 
Colonel Lang's having advanced towards 
Scringapatnaius, Mahomed Ally Caun had, 
on the 2eth initant, fet out for that capi- 
aal with three battalions of Sepoys: That 
the report of the Nabob’s having left the 
army was erroneous: That his Highnefs 
fill remained in camp, with his brother 
Kirrum: Saheb; and that the French Eu- 
ropean battahon were reduced to 300 fight~ 
ing min. He alio added, that our fliclis 
did great caccution among{t the enemy.

Two cf their guns we difabled, obliged 
them to withdraw the remaining two, and 
mafk all their embrafures. Parties of in- 
fantry, which the enemy had poftcd on 
the flanks of their battery, annoyed us a 
good deal during this litre conteft, wound-~ 
ing feveral of our men. 

The enemy on this occafion, as on a 
former attempt upon the cafk-battery, ra- 

E 3 ther 
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ther over-rated their prowefs: They had 
the confidence to oppofe an equal number 
of guns to ours, at the diftance only of 
50 yards ;—~an attempt fingularly inconfi- 
derate and rafh, and which their long ex- 
perience with Britifh troops ought to have 
checked. 

In the afternoon a battery for two guns 
was difcovered a {mall diftance in front, 
and to the right of the Durbar. Stones 
were thrown in greater numbers, and at 
fhorter intervals, than ufual; anda brifk 
fire of mufketry was kept up on both fides 
the greater part of the night.

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quantities of fafcines towards it; but they 
foon found their fituation too hot, and 
were glad to make a precipitate retreat to 
their trenches. They, however, did not 
defift from working with their ufual in- 
duftry. One lucky circumftance attend- 
ing this attack, was, that, as foon as it 
became dufk, we availed ourfelves of the 
enemy’s kind offer of fafcines, and took 
the liberty to appropriate feveral hundreds 
of them to our own ufe ;—a moft feafon- 
able fupply. An eight-inch fhell, from 
one of our mortars, from a miftake in the 
proportion of powder, fell fhort of its in- 
tended diflance, amongft feveral of our 
people who were ftationed in the covert- 
way, and unfortunately broke a European’s 
arm (of which wound he died), and fcorch- 
ed a few others. 

Many fhells and hand-grenades were this 
day thrown into the enemy’s advanced 
works, with great precifion and exadineis, 
and muft have done execution.

At fun-fet the enemy opened all 
their mortar battcries as ufual, and threw 
a number of ftoncs into the fort. The 
plugs that accompanied them were eagerly 
picked up by the troops, firewood beco- 
ming exceedingly fcarce. 

Working parties conftantly employed. 

This night a fecond attempt was made 
to carry off fome of the enemy’s fafcines 
from their work in front of our mine; 
but our people being difcovered, anda 
Sepoy wounded, they were obliged to re- 
tire, having firft fecured upwards of an 
hundred futcines, for which the Chief 
Iengineer paid a handfome price.

A {fecond battery for five guns, was al- 
fo obferved, nearly finifhed, immediately 
in front of, and at a fhort diftance from, 
the Durbar.

The commanding officer of the circu- 
lar fort being this night out reconnoitring, 
accompanied by a few Sepoys, came fud- 
denly upon a party of the enemy, and gave 
them his fire, on which they immediately 
ran off, leaving behind fome mutkets, 
trowfers, fhoes, turbans, &c.

~ With our fhells we gave them as much 
interruption as pothble during the whole 
day. 


At 
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At nine at night, a {mall party of 
French, and a number of the enemy’s Se- 
poys, fallied from their trenches in front 
of our mine, and got over the covert- 
way. The guard of Sepoys ftationed 
there being fmall, it foon gave way, and 
a corporal and fix Europeans, pofted to 
fupport them, being panic ftruck, afford. 
ed no affiftance, and allowed the enemy to 
fatisfy their curiofity. As foon as they re- 
tired, we then kept up a very heavy fire 
of mufketry. | 

At eleven o'clock this night, a fecond 
alarm was given, the fire commencing 
in front of the covert-way, oppofite the 
breach, and running along to the front of 
the eaft-gate. Our fentinels faid they per- 
ceived the encmy advancing ; but, though 
a blue light was inftantly burnt, none were 
to be feen out of their trenches. They 
threw a confiderable number of rockets 
without effect.

Hie had received a mortal 
wound, and was too faint to give any in- 
formation refpecting the enemy. ‘Pheir 
works round the covert-way were pufhed 
on with the greateft diligence, particu- 
larly that oppolite a tower in the covert- 
way, cquidiltant from: both the outer 
gates.

ecuted with a trifling lofs, the enemy re~ 

treating 
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treating to their next trenches. At day-s 
light the enemy were fupported by a re- 
gular battalion of Sepoys, a fhort time af- 
terwards by two more battalions, and lat~ 
terly, by about 60 French infantry, who 
immediately took poft in front. Our 
party was of courfe reinforced both by 
‘Europeans and Sepoys. <A heavy fire of 
mutfketry foon commenced, and continued 
upwards of an hour, the enemy fupported 
by a formidable cannonade from all their 
batteries. They frequently attempted to 
dilodge us by the point of the bayonet, 
but were as often gallantly repulied, and 
we kept poffeffion of the poft we had 
ftormed. At feven the enemy’s Europeans 
were Withdrawn, and their plaecs in the 
front trenches were fupplied by rocket- 
boys, who threw a number cf rockets 
without doing us any material injury. 
During this attack the enemy made feve- 
ral attempts to ftorm the outer eaft-gate, 
but could not effect it. 

Noon, the enemy had made a lodge- 
ment in the rear, and clofe to the tower 
immediately on the left, of the outer eaft- 
gate, and had placed many fafcines gre 
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the covert-way to the left of that tower, 
over which they frequently fired, and kill. 
é¢d and wounded feveral of our men. 

Nothing could .exceed the gallantry 
fhewn by our troops in repulfing the ene- 
my’s different attacks of this day. We 
had only to lament the lives of many 
promifing young officers, and brave and 
faithful foldiers. The enemy fuffered al- 
fo confiderably, both in Europeans and 
native troops. 

For fome days paft the weather has been 
remarkably moderate, with very little rain, 
which has much favoured the enemy’s o- 
perations.

At day-break the European eaft-gate 
guard of 15 mcn were ordered, in con- 
junction with 20 Sepoys cf the 1{t batta- 
lion of grenadicrs, to ftorm the tower on 
the left of the outer eaft-gate, which 
they in vain attempted. The enemy, du- 
ring the night, had raifed it to fuch a 
height, that it was found impoffible to 


force it without the aid of cannon, or the 
2 lofs 
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lofs of many lives; in confequence of 
which the whole party was withdrawn be- 
hind the faufs-bray ; but the guard of 
Europeans, v with a few Sepoys, were af- 
terwards fent to take poft near the tower on 
the right of the outer catt-yate. 

Remarkably filent the greater partof this 
day. In the afternoon, we opened one 
nine pounder againfl that work which the 
enemy had raifed upon the ruins of tie 
tower immediately on the left of the outer 
eaft-gate, and did it fome trifling damage. 
At fun-tet two embrafures were nearly 
completed for an eizhtcen and a twelve 

ounder, to bear upon the fame work. 

A brifk fire of mufketry, from both 
parties, commenced towards the eafl-gate 
fhortly after duik, when the cnemy threw 
a number of rockets. It was of fhort 
continuance. 

At haif paft eleven at night, the enemy 
began a heavy fire of mufketry, from the 
tower on the left of the eaft-gate to their 
trenches in front of the Durbar. The 
fire continued near a quarter of an hour, 
when the enemy, imagining that they had 
ad this feint drawn a nuinber of our troops 
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into the covert-way, fprang a mine oppe~ 
fite the north-eaft baftion of the upper 
fort, which only blew up a fall part of 
the covert-way, none of our troops Ha- 
ving fuffered from the explofion. 

This night the enemy’s mortar battcries 
were filent.

At day-break the enemy opened feveral 
batteries again{t the fort and out-works ; 
one of four guns in the covert-way, to the 
left of the outer ealt-gate; one of feven 
guns, oppofite the Ram Tower; two guns 
from their grand battery; 3 guns from 
their battery in front of the Durbar; and 
two guns from their battery to the left, 
and in the rear, of the Durbar. From 
thefe feveral batteries (not having a fingle 
gun to oppofe) they kept up a heavy and 
formidable cannonade for many hours; o- 
bliged our party in the covert-way, oppo- 
fite the breach, to retire, moft of the guard 
being wounded ; greatly damnaged the in- 
rier caft-gate, the fouth-weft baftion of 
the upper fort, and various other places.

A. fecond alarm eas given in the courfe 
of the night by the encmy’s taking poficf- 
fion of the tower immediately on the right

At day-break we opened an ecighteen- 
pounder againft a work the enemy had 
raifed upon the ruins of a tower to the 
Fight of the outer ecaft gateway. This 
gun, placed in the faufs-bray, oppofite the 
inner eaft-gate, did a good deal of damage, 
and effectually diflodged a party of the ene- 
ny ftationed there, which had done us 
much injury, wounding a confiderable 
number of our people. To the left of 
this eighteen-pounder in the faufs-bray, 
the black commandant of the 8th battalion 
of Sepoys (having requefted) had permif- 
fion granted him to form an embrafure for 
a brafs fix-pounder, a gun which the Se- 
poys of a particular caft had taken a fancy 
for, and, being exceedingly fuperftitious, 
conceived an idea, that as long as we had 
it in our power to fire this gun, the fort 
Gduld never be taken. Their weaknefs was 
itidulged. ‘The commandant, at the head 

- 5 of 
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of a number of his followess, facrificed » 
goat in his little battery, {prinkled the gun 
with the blood, and declared it invincible, 
which every Gentoo fpectater molt religi- 
onfly credited. 

The enemy, during the day, fired a few 
rounds from their different batteries. 

The paflage through the wicket of the. 
inner fea-gate becoming extremely dan- 
gerous, from the enemy’s having taken 
poffefiion of a great part of the covert- 
way oppofite, a fally-port was cut through 
the weft-curtain of the lower fort, and a 
trench continued from thence to the outer 
fea~gate.

Jury 16, 


At noon the enemy made an attack up- 
on the Ram Tower in the covert-way, 
preceded by a very heavy cannonade, which 
damaged confiderably a wall in front of 
that poft, and wounded ten of our Sepoys. 
Through the breaches which the enemy’s 
thot had ‘made in this defence, they enter- 

ed 
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ed with feeming refolution, to the number 
of about 200, and obliged our guard to 
retire in confufion. They however foon 
rallied, and, in their turn, forced the ene- 
my to retreat, as precipitately as their ad- 
vance had been rapid, with fome lofs. 
The Europeans of this guard, 1 corporal, 
fix private, did not behave well: The 
mo{t timid were difgraced. 

The enemy, at four o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, made a fecond attack in a differ- 
ent quarter. <A party of their troops crept 
into the embrafures of the towers on the 
right and left of the outer fea-gate, and 
endeavoured to pofiefs themfelves of that 
poft; but a brifk fire of mufketry from 
the 42d regiment, ftationed on the weftern 
curtain of the upper fort, in a fhort time 
ruined their project, and made it neceflary 
for them to feek {peedy fhelter behind their 
works. Our guard ftationed at the outer 
fea-~gate, behaved with great coolnefs un- 
der a very heavy fire. 

During this attack the commanding of- 
ficer of the guard ftationed at the outer 
eaft-gate, conceiving, from the heavinefs 
of the fire, and from intelligence given 

him, 
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him, that the enemy had made a {erious 
attack, and were advancing to the breach, 
guitted his poft with his party without or- 
ders, and hurried towards the fort ; burt, 
finding his miftake, inftantly returned un- 
perceived by the enemy, and without any 
of our other pofts taking the alarm, which 
might have been attended with the moft 
ferious confequences. This officer was af- 
terwards tried, on the charge of quitting 
his poft without orders, and honourably 
acquitted. 

This afternoon, the enemy having pufh- 
ed their trenches to the brink of the ditch, 
oppofite the breach in the north curtain, 
began to throw in logs of wood, fafcines 
and earth, in great numbers and quantity. 

Weather remarkably moderate. 

Stone mortar batteries, as ufual, {celdom 
failed to do execution.

At ten o'clock this forenoon the enemy 
began to cannonadc from their difterent 
batteries, which lafled, with fome inter- 
tniflion, the greateft part of the day. 
Their fire was principally direCted againtt 
the north-weft baftion of the upper fort, 
the centre baftion in the weftern curtain, 
and the wall in front of the Ram Tower. 
Between the north-weft and weftern batt 
tions of the ee fort, fo fituated that 
none of the eneiny’s cunt could be brought 
to bear upon ee isos two embrafures 
were cut throuch the curtain, and by 
noon a twelve and nine pounder were 
mounted, and began to play upon the enc- 
my’s trenches to the right of the outer iea- 
gate, which obliged their working people 
to dehift in that quarter. 

A Subaltern, witha fmall party, at ten 
this night, was font into the ditch, in 
front of the breach, te explore. He dif- 
covered the enemy hard at work, throw- 
ing in logs of wood, &c. two of which 
he produced. They were about three feet 
long, arid one in circumference. He alfo 

obfe rved 
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obferved a fubterraneous paffage from the 
covert-way into the ditch, immediately 
oppolite the breach in the northern cur- 
tain.

At nine o’clock this morning two boats 
were obterved off the bar, lying upon their 
oars; but, as foon as the union was dif- 
played, they ventured over the bar, and 
keeping clote in fhorce, landed near the 
circular fort. Boats fent out by the ene- 
my, in order to intercept them, were o- 
bliged to put back, finding great inconve- 
nience from well diccaea fhot from the 
circular fort. 

Thefe boats brought deptivates of fe- 
veral Ictters from Mr. .Sibbald, then at 
Fillicherry, to Colonel Campbell, and the 
Company’s fenior fervant at Mangalore, 
dated the 30th and 31{t of May, and the 
$th of June; the originals of which ne- 


ver 
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ver came to hand. Mr. Sibbald wrote, 
that he had forwarded a cypher; that there 
was reafon to believe Colonel Lang had ta- 
ken Quimentoor ; that he was marching to 
Paltriatcherry ; that Mr. S. had written to 
him to puth on to Callicut, fur the purpofe 
of going to Mangalore; that he had writ- 
ten to Bombay and Madrafs, thraugh a do- 
zen different channels, of the necethty of 
relieving us by ftrong reinforcements, 
which we might expect by the end of Ju- 
ly, or the beginning of Auguft; that let- 
ters from Madrafs, of the isth April, men- 
tion 1500 Europeans being embarked for 
Mangalore; that it was thought the fhips 
might come through the nine-degree chan- 
nel the 15th or 20th of June, and take the 
firft favourable hill to land the troops. 

Mr. S. wrote the 8th of June, that Co- 
lonel Lang was within 20 miles of Palicat- 
cherry, his forge 10,000 regulars, 15,000 
paligars, 1,500 horfe, and 22 pieces of 
cannon: That he,had written to him not 
to lofe a moment's time in pufhing on to 
our affliftance, or to attack Seringapatnam, 
which would equally relieve us: That we 
might expect reinforcements the beginning 

of 
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of Aliguit: That, if Tippo did not enter 
the Carnatic, they fhiéuld be able to drive 
the French out of India in a few months, 
when they could employ the grand army in 
the Nabob’s couritry: That a body of Ma- 
drafs troops had entered the Myfore coun- 
tty, in confequence of which Tippo had 
guitted Mangalore, with a confiderable part 
of the troops before that fortrefs, leaving 
Mahomed Ally Caun in command, with 
four raffaulas (battalions), ahd about the 
fame number of moplas and peaders: That 
if we would communicate our wants, the 
Grab Cruizer fhould be fent up with fup- 
plies. Both boats were this night re- 
turned fot Tillicherry, and got fafe over 
the bar. 
Bad weather ftill continued.

At noon, in confequence of the news 
received, a royal falute was fired in the up- 
G per 
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per fort, and the whole garrifon were af- 
fembled on the ramparts, and at their dif- 
ferent alarm-pofts, where, after the falute; 
they gave three cheers. Arrack was fer- 
ved out to the Europeans; tobacco to the 
Sepoys. 

The enemy’s trenches feemed to be but 
thinly lined, and very few Europeans were 
to be feen. 

At four o’clock in the afternoon, a flag 
of truce came in with a letter addrefied | 
to Colonel Campbell, and Ggned Piveron 
de Morlay, Envoy from France to the Na~ 
bob Tippo Sultan, mentioning, that he 
had received fome very particular news 
from the coaft of Coromandel, whieh he 
wifhed to communicate; and advising, 
that he brought credentials re{pecting a 
peace in Europe, in which the Nabob 
Tippo was inchided; and requefted that 
he (Monfieur Piveron) might be admitted 
into the fort, in order to produce his au- 
thority: That a ceffation of arms had ta- 
ken place on the Coromandel] ceaft: That 
he was charged with letters for the Go- 
vernor and Select Committee of Bombay ; 
Mr. Sibbald at Tillicherry ; Colene! Ful- 


larton, 
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latton, cOmmanding the fouthern army ; 
Colonel Jones, commanding an army to 
the northward ; and for Colonel Campbell, 
commanding in chief on the coaft of Ma- 
labar, from Meff. Sadlier and Staunton of 
the Seleét Committee of Madrafs; the laft 
of which letters the Nabob Tippo Sultan 
had enjoined him to deliver himfelf, and 
make the neceffary arrangements to guard 
apainft a furprife on either fide: That, be- 
fore he complied with the Nabob’s requeft, 
Colonel CampbeH muft affure him that he 
fhould not be blindfolded on cntering our 
works, and that the ufual precautions ta- 
ken on the admiffion of an enemy, fhould 
on this occafion be difpenfed with; and 
that he waited with impatience for the Co- 
lonel’s anfwer, ‘This was nearly the pur- 
port of Monfieur Piveron’s letter; to which 
an anfwer was returned, That though un- 
ufual, yet the Colonel, taking it for 
granted that no precautions were necefflary, 
would admit Monfieur Piveron without 
the leaft reftraint; but at the fame time 
obferved, that the fire which continued 
from the enemy, and their carrying on 
their works during the time that a flag of 

G 2 truce 
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truce was flying, was highly improper, 
and enuld not in future be allowed: That 
two officers would be fent to the poft where 
the flag came in, to receive him, an hour 
after the date of his letter, or at any other 
time more convenient. A verbal anfwer 
was thortly after given, that the Envoy 
would not come in till next morning. 
This night the enemy were particu- 
larly active in their mortar batteries, of 
which we had feveral melancholy proofs. 
Weather remarkably fevere.

Jury 20. 


At fun-rife, the enemy opened a battery 
of three heavy guns againit the circular fort 
on the oppofite bank of the northern river, 
and continued to batter the greater part of 
the day. This battery had fix or feven 
embrafures, and was remarkably folid, 
confidering the few light guns that the 
circular fort could oppofe, which were 
confequently very foon filenced, when the 
enémy made {everal lodgements within half 

mutket~ 
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mufket-fhot of the fort. The Nabob’s 
troops employed on this fervice far exceed- 
ed the ftrength of our little garrifon, and 
they found means to intrench themfelves fo 
expeditioufly, that it was not poflible for 
the commanding officer to ftop their pro-~ 
grefs, or make the leaft effort that pro- 
mifed fuccefs. A letter was immediately 
written to Monfieur Piveron, reprefenting 
the great inconfiftency of making a new 
attack, at the very time that a ceffation 
of hoftilities was about to take place, &c. 
which letter the enemy would not receive ; 
viving as a reafon, that the French Envoy 
was coming in. Two hours elapfed, no 
Envoy came, while the enemy loft not a 
moment in breaching the circular fort, and 
pufhing on their at#@ack with the utmoft 
diligence. In the forenoon a letter was 
fent in by Monfieur Piveron to Colonel 
Campbell, mentioning that he was on the 
point of coming to wait upon him; when, 
hearing a‘heavy fire commence in a differ~ 
ent quarter, and knowing the impropriety 
of proceeding till it ceafed, he had writ- 
ten to the Nabob to that purpofe, and 
only waited his Highnefs’s reply: ‘That 

G 3 what 
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what the Colonel had obferved in his ana 
{wer to his (Monfieur Piveron’s) firft let- 
ter, relative to firing, and carrying on 
works during the time that a flag of truce 
was difplayed, corref{ponded entirely with 
his own ideas: That he had written ta 
the Nabob on the fubje@, who returned 
for anfwer, that it was wholly without his 
knowledge or approbation ; which, by the 
bye, was a moft palpable falfehood; na 
movement, however unimportant, —— na 
change, however infignificant and trifling, 
being ever made in the difpofition of the 
Nabob’s army, unlefs by his Highnefs’s 
exprefs order and direction. 

To this letter of the French Envoy’s, 
an anfwer was immediately returned (in- 
clofing alfo that letter which the enemy in 
the morning refufed to accept), faying, 
that as hoftilities were again commenced, 
Colonel Campbell on his part muft alfo 
act on the defenfive: but that, fo foon as 
the enemy ceafed firing on the oppofite 
fade of the river, a ceflation would be ob~ 
ferved in the fort. Atone in the after- 
noon, the French Envoy, with a nume- 
rous retinue, appeared at our out-pof, 

and 
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and was conducted to Colonel Campbell 
by two Britith officers, all the guards turn- 
ing out as he paffed. He produced a let- 
ter addrefled to Colonel Campbell, from 
Mr. Sadlier, dated at Cuddalore the 2d Ju- 
ly, advifing, that he was authorifed to in- 
form the Colonel, that a treaty of peace 
had been concluded between the Courts of 
London and Verfailles, in which the Na- 
bob Tippo was included, and that the 
Marquis de Buffy was joined to our Com- 
miffloners to accommodate matters, and 
that all hoftilities with the Nabob or his 
auxiliaries were immediately to ceafe. The 
letters bore every mark of authenticity, Mr. 
Sadlier’s fignature being well known. The 
conference laited pear two hogrs, in which 
the French Enyey, an the part of the Na~ 
bob, declared, that his Highnels would 
not confent co a ceffation of hottilities tll 
{uch time as the fart of Mangalore was 
delivered up; which, of courfe. we could 
Pat agree to. 
At three in the nines, the French 
Envoy returned. 
Every thing during the night remain- 
ed perfectly quiet; no firing, no ftones 
G 4 thrown ; 
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thrown ;--a, moft pleafing and feafonahle 
telicf. a ; 


The weather uncommenly violent.

and on al! fides clofely furrounded -the 
fort, Shortly after, the gammantingoff-

{urrendered and taken: pofféffion of by. the 
enemy. It is Se ae eee that 
the officer's condugd commanding - this 
little fort, was in every refpedt highly mec 
ritorjous, and that he had-Cologel roy 
bell’s fullett approbatapa and thanks for 
his fpirited behaviour. - ;

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Colend] Campbell had im‘ the morning 
fent out a letter, exprefling his wifhes to 
treat concerning the circular fort, as well 
as an offer to ceafe hoftilities altogether, — 
agreeable to his inftrutions; byt did not 
receiye any an{wer. 

Our fire from the fort this day was en< 
tirely engrofied by feveral new works the 
enemy were conftructing to the fouthward. 

During the night, ftones as ufual,

At half paft ten this forenoon, Mon- 
Geur Piveron the French Envoy came’in- 
to the fort, and at noon an order was iffued, 
that a cafiation of hoftilities was to take 
place for the {pace of two days, and that 
all and works were to be difconti- 
need. Fhe Eavoy had a long conference 
with Colonel Campbell, and during his 
ftay feveral meflages were fent to ‘the Na- 
bob, to requef% that his Highnefs would 
give diretione for his working people to 
ceale, who were obferved bufily employed, 
carrying logs of wood towards the ditch ; 

but 
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but frequent fimilar reprofentations not ha- 
ving the defined effect, a few Sepoys were 
fent on the rampart to enforce it with 
mufketry, to whom the enemy paid the 
wtmoit deference. 

The Envoy left the fort at four in the 
afternoon, 


. Jury 23. 

The enemy ftill continued to carry wood 
towards the ditch, and a large quantity of 
fafcines to their works in front of the Ram 
Tower, notwithftanding the agreed cefla- 
tion, which obliged Colonel Campbell to 
give directions to the Chief Engineer to 
fet all his people to work. 

Art feven in the evening a letter came in 
from the Fsench Envoy, aequainting the 
Colonel, that the Nabob conld not cen- 
fent to the terms propofed. <A letter was 
fent back in reply; alfoone to the com- 
manding officer of the French troops; 
and, in-expectation of anfwers, hoftilities 
were difcontinued. ‘At nine at night, while 
the encmy’s fag ef -truce was flying, and 
waiting for the above Ictters, they fprang 
@ mine at the outer caft-gate. Two Eu- 
ropeans and two Sepoys were buricd in the 
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ruins; feveral others of the guerd which 
was ftationed there were feverely bruiled, 
and our defences were totally deftroyed, 
The enemy faid in excufe, that the ming 
caught fire by accident, but none credited 
their affertions. It had every appearance of 
perfidioufnefs and treachery, and the ma 
wanton breach of faith. 
A remarkable ftormy night, with heavy 
vain.

Silent all this day, in expectation of 
receiving anfwers to the laft letters which

juny 25, 

No anfwers having arrived, and the c- 
nemy bufily employed all night, directions 
were given to commence hoftilities at day- 
break, at which time a battery was obfer- 

ved, 
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ved, nearly finifhed, with ten embrafures, 
fituated 70 paces from, and to the right of, 
the Ram Tower, and bearing chiefly upon 
the fouthern face of the fort, and the 
cafk-battery. A continual cannonade was 
kept up the whole day from all the euns 
which could be brought to bear upon that 
quarter, and the battery at fun-fet was 
confiderably damaged. During the night, 
guns were frequently fired, to prevent the 
enemy from repairing the damages of the 
day. At feven o'clock this evening, a 
letter came in from the French Envoy, 
mentioning (amongft other requefis) the 
Nabob’s with, that a body of his High- 
nefs’s Sepoys, equal in number to our 
garrifon, might be admitted into the fort, 
previous to his agreeing to a ceffation of 
arms ; to which a negative anfwer was gi- 
veh ; remarking at fame time, that com- 
mon politenefs, the Colonel thought, en- 
titled him to an anfwer from the command- 
ing officer of the French troops to that let- 
ter which was addreffed and fent to him on 
the 23d inftant *. 





* This letter was broken open, and fecreted hy his High- 
nefs the Nabob, and never came to Colonel Cofipnie’s hands. 


At 
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At ten at night a European ferjeant de» 
ferted from the enemy, and camein. He 
reported, that the French and Lally’s corps, 
with the European troop of cavalry, had 
yefterday quitted the poits they occupied 
during the fiege, and had encamped tiie 
two mules from the fort. 

This night the enemy threw a number 
of heavy ftones from their mortar batteries; 
without doing any other injury than dama- - 
ging the Commiffary’s ftore-houfe.’

Jury 26. 


At day-break the enemy opened their 
new battery with fix heavy guns, and three 
from the battery in front of the Ram 
Tower. From the former battery two 
guns were chiefly laid for the cafk-battery, 
and damaged it much. All the remaining 
guns were pointed at the fouthern face of 
the fort, which in a very fhort time obli- 
ged our men to quit their guns, deftroying 
all the defences. 

The enemy continued to work very af- 
hduoufly at the ditch, throwing in a num- 

ber 
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ber of logs, fafcines, &c.: There remain« 
ed, however, a large fpace to be filled, for 
which purpofe the enemy had prepared 
many piles of wood in the rear of theif 
works. They were alfo obferved to col- 
Ieét a number of faicines in front of the 
cafk-battery. 

At feven o'clock this evening, a letter 
came in from the French Envoy, apologi- 
zing to Colonel Campbell for not having 
anfwercd his letter of the 27d inftant: Af- 
fured the Colonel that he had not received 
it, and fufpected that it had been fet afide 
by the Nabob : That the next time he had 
the pleafure of iecing the Colonel, he 
would inform him more fully on the fub- 
ject. Ele further faid, that the Nabob had 
fent for him this day at ten o'clock, and, 
at the end of their conference, his Tigh- 
nefs had thought proper to wave his for- 
mer determination, with refpect to the ad- 
Miffion of 1000 or 1500 of his (the Na- 
bob’s) Sepovs, previous to his agrecing to 
4 ceffation of hoflilities ; and that his High- 
nefs had now refolved, in cafe the Colonel 
fuffered 50 or 100 of his Sepoys into the 
fort, for the purpofe of obftrving that no 
”. c works 
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Works were carried on, his Highneis would 
confent to a ceflation. At fame time, 
Monfieur Piveron obferved, that as, in all 
probability, the Colonel would require a 
like number of men in the enemy's works 
for the above purpofe, he doubted not he 
(Monficur Piveron) could readily perfuade 
the Nabob to acquiefce: That he waited 
the Colonel's anfwer with the greateft im- 
patience, when, he undertlood, the Na- 
bob would order his attendance in the fort 
to icttle matters more particul.iy; and 
hoped he fhould not have the chagiin to 
find his mediation unfuccefsful. ‘Fhis was 
nearly the purport of the Envoy’s letter. 
To which Colonel Campbell replied, that 
nothing would give him greater fatisfac- 
tion than to come to a fpcedy fettlement ; 
and that the moment he (Monfieur Pive- 
ron) appeared, hoftilities on his part fhould 
inftantly ceafe; un cxample which he ex» 
pected the cnemy would punctually follow. 

Notwithitanding thefe advances towards 
a reconciliation, the enemy’s mortar bat- 
teries continued playing all night upon 
the fort with unufual violence and fuc- 
cefs.

At one in the afternoon, the enemy fent 
in word, that the French Envoy was pre- 
paring to come into the fort, and begged 
we would ceafe firing, which they alfo 
did. 

The Envoy at half paft three came in, 
and ftaid till one o’clock next morning. 
The conditions which Colonel Campbell 
agreed to accept, previous to a ceffation of 
hoftilities, Monfieur Piveron took with 
him for the Nabob’s perufal and appro- 
bation.

Jury 29. 


Every thing quiet at day-break. 

At three in the afternoon Monfieur Pi- 
veron came in, and hada conference with 
Colonel Campbell. The Coloncl, amongit 
many other requifitions, particularly afked 
for the enlargement of thofe unfortunate 
troops who were made prifoncrs at Beda- 
nore ; and, in a letter which he wrote to 
the Nabob on the fubject, he defcribed, in 
the moft affecting and pathetic language, 
their peculiar unhappy fate, and diftreffed 
fituation; and at the fame time pointed 
out the very great honour and praife which 
would redound to his Highnefs by fo noble 
and generous an action, independent of-’ 
every other confideration. At fix o'clock 
in the evening the Envoy left the fort. 
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Ccffation Fill continne d. 

At ten velock thi. forenoon, Nionfieur 
Piveron fent in a letter to Colonel Camp- 
Do, fwwing, that he was forry to inform 
hin, that, on makins known to the MNa- 
bob his requeit of ycilerday, rcfpedcting the 
Bedanore prifoners, his [lighnets became 
exceedingly exotpar. ted, end let fall ex- 
premicn. whioh deconcy furbede him to 
bepeat; oid tht, .s a fricnd, he advifed 
the Colomed cornefily t. retract his demand, 
as otherwate itmyoht be productive of the 
mo foriowus confequence.: Adding, that 
if the Colonel refuted to accept terms fo 
fear ond honourable as thoie propofed by 
the Nabob, he thorght the Drench could 
not in propricty with-hold their affittancees 

Shortly after, a fecond in licneer arrived 
from Noniieur Piveron, bovving the Colo- 
nel’s anfiwer as expediticuily as potible, as 
he could not pay his refpects at the Dur- 
bar till he was furnifhed with it. In the 
afternoon an aniwer was returned. 

In one of the embratures ot the new 
battery which the enemy had conftructed 
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on the northern point, forthe purpofe of 
commanding the entrance int) the rivers 
and paffaze of the bar, a heavy gun was 
obferved, 

One hundred Sepoys were this day cr- 
dered for work at the cafk-battery.

This morning two letters were font in 
by the French Envov: One addrcficd to 
Colonel Campbell; the other to Captain 
, who afiiftted the Colonel in the inter- 
pretation of the French langu-ce, and to 
whom Monfieur Piveron fignified, that he 
had fent to Colonel Campbell the Nabob’s 
anfwer to his new objections ; that he could 
not avoid acquainting him, this would be 
the laft that Prince would give, and that his 
impatience on the fubject was very great : 
That for himfelf he could not help decla- 
ring, that for an act fo plain and fimple 
in itelf as a ceffation of arms was, the ne- 
gociations having been now ferioufly com- 

H 2 menced 





menced fince the 27th of July, that is to 
fay five divs, was indeed a very: long time : 
That the Nabob wae yeflerday in a very bad 
humour at hearing thefe new objections of 
the Colonel's; atter which he declared his 
fufpicions in, faying, that all chefe difth- 
culties which the Colonel made * one after 
another, were thrown out with no other 
view but to gain time. From this mo- 
ment his Hiehnets was no longer inclined 
toconfenr to the agreement which per- 
mits the gurifon to walk out for refreth- 
rent, but that he Vlonfleur Piveron) had 
notwithfilanding Kept him in that mind : 
‘That in thort he was furprifed to ice the 
Nabeb, during fo lone atime, reftrain his 
natural umpatinee: “Phat he (Montieur 
Piveron) acquainted Captun —— with 
theft: ciusumelances, not chunna to fpesk 
of them to the Colonel hioiwdcli. Ele ree 
quetied of Captain tu eaxcit himfelf 
in getting matters futtled: That he could 
venture to 2effure him, when once that was 
done, the Nabob would give fatisfaction 
on anumber of fubjects, becauie the ecffa- 








* They were fuch as humanity and honour dilated. 
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ion being iettled, other matters would be 
of lefs confequence: That he was impa- 
tient to have the pleafure of paying another 
vilit, and alfo of having Captain with 
him; but that he had no hopes, if every 
thing was not fettled this day. 

A letter, figned by one Captain in his 
Mayjcfty’s fervice, and by the Captains and 
heads of corps in the Honourable the Com- 
pany’s fervice, was this afternoon delivered 
to Colone] Campbell, advifing him to ac- 
cept the Nabob’s propotals. This letter 
was ill received, and no anf{wer given. 





AUGUST 2. 


This afternoon eat two o’clock the French 
Envoy came into the fort, when all matters 
being finally fettled, the aiticles of ceffa- 
tion were figned and mutually exchanged, 
Wiz. 


In confequence of the 16th article of 
the Treaty of Peace, made and concluded 
the 2oth of January 1783, between the 
Kings of England and France and their 
fubjects, the Nabob Tippo Sultan Bahadar, 
Ally of his Majefty the King of France, 
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in order to come to a folid peace with the 
Englifh nation in India, is willing to ac- 
cede to the invitation of the Marquis de 
Buficy, Captain-genera al of the Land and 
Sea forces, and of all the —- poffe[- 
fions on this fide of the Cape of Good 
Hlope; as well as that of Mefi. Sadler and 
Staunton, deputed to that General by the 
Tlonourable the Scicét Committee of Ma- 
dras; and ic agreed with Colonel Camp- 
bell, Cominander in Chier in Mangalore, 
and of all the Lnghih forces on the Mala 
bar coaft, to enter upon a ccflation of arms 


upon all the aferemid coaft, on the fol- 
lowing conditions : 


‘FIRST ARTICLE: 
Coicerning Jee Dilpryiticn of the Treops 


Colonel Campbell fhall remain mafter, 
and be in pofieffion of the fort of Manga- 
lore, and of that ground only which he at 
prefent occupies without the place. The 
Nabob, on the other hand, is to remain in 
poiicilion of his trenches and batteries made 
before this fort, in which he will leave to 


guard 


} 


euirad them the fame numer oF Scpoys 
there was during the fieye. Tle will alfo 
remain in poileiiion of the circular fort, 
whieh he made himfctlf mafter of, and 
where he will leave its prefuert girrifon, 
which makes, with the guard cf hi» tiench- 
es, 3000 men, 

As to his army, his deficn is, inftead 
of leasing it here, to go with it to the 
other fide of the Gautts as toon as he can ; 
but Colonel Campbell cannot infiit on his 
making this an article according to the eita- 
blithed rules of a ceffition of arms. Hie 
only demands Ithewiicv, that thele fame 
rules fhould be obierved with refpedt to re- 
inforcements which moy have been di- 
patched to Colonel Campbell, and which 
will be mentioned ufterwaras in the citicle 
that treats of them. 

The Nabob vill fend into the fort to the 
number of 100 of his armed Sepoys, and 
he may poft them in the places he thinks 
moft requifite, to cbterve that nothing is 
done contrury to the ceffation, and may 
likewife make them be reheved every thrce 
days. 

Colonel Campbell on his part mev put 
into the trenches and batteries cf the Na-

bob, railed before this placc, an equal or 
inferior number of his armed Sepoys, ¢ 
that which the Prince will put into me 
fort, and may likewite poft them, to the 
fame purpofe, as he thinks moft proper, 
and alfo relieve them every three days. 

The officers of the garrifon may walk 
without the fort, and vifit the French of- 
ficers that are in the Nabob’s camp. As 
to the foldiers of the garrifon, they may 
alfo walk without the place, but very few 
at once, and no further than two cofs (a~ 
bout four miles}, and that along the fea 
Gide. ‘The above officers and foldiers, will 
ftrictly obferve in their walks, not to ex- 
amine the works of the Nabob. 


SECOND ARTICLE: 
Refpecting the Warts 


Colonel Campbell cannot repair the 
breach made in the fort, nor erceét any 
new work, either within or on the out- 
fide of the fort. Likewife the Nabob 
cannot work any more at the trenches or 
batterics, or make any new work. In 

fhort. 
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fhort, every thing fhall remain exactly in 
its prefent fituation, and no advantage what- 
ever be taken on either fide. 


THIRD ARTICLE. 
Refpecling Provifions. 


The Nabob will caufe to be eftablifhed 
near this place, a Bezar (market) where 
the garrifon can buy its provifions. He 
will fx a cutwall (a clerk of the market) 
to whom the Colonel may apply for what 
beef and mutton is neceffary ; and he will 
pay no more than a common country price 
for all kinds of provifions. He fhall not 
be obliged to take any he thinks of bad 
quality. He fhall be at liberty to take in- 
to the fort ten or twelve days provifions of 
every kind; but he is not to lay ina greater 
quantity at a time. With refpect to li- 
quors, falt provifions, and other articles 
that the country cannot afford, he may 
caufe them to be brought from other 
places, and freely receive them into the 
fort, for one month’s confumption, and no 
more. . 


FOURTH 
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FOURTH ARTICLE. 
Refpccting Difpatcbhes. 


The Nabob will permit the halcarahs 
and carriers of letters to pais unmoleited : 
The difpatches not to be opened, but not 
to traverfe his country, the peniniula: Co- 
lonel Campbell will difpatch them along 
the fen fide, whether to the fouthward or 
the northward ; but can neither fend away 
or receive them by fea, 


FIFTH ARTICLE: 
Refpething Remforcements. 


Colonel Campbell is not to receive any 
fuccours that may have been, or may bc, 
fent to him in future, either by fea or land. 
He will even fend to ttop their march, fo 
that thofe who come by land will remain 
at the place they are at this inftant. As to 
thofe fuccours which may have been, or 
may be fent in future by fea, Celonel 
Campbell likewife cannot receive them. 
The officer commanding them fhall be at 
hiberty to remain in the fame latitude he ts 

in 
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in at this inftant, or to return to Tillicher-~ 
ry or Bombay. If they arrive before this 
place after figning thefe prefents, Colonel 
Campbell will fend them off; and, in all 
cafes, no body can land from the fhips or 
boats that may have brought them. Co- 
lone] Campbell cannot bring into the fort 
warlike ftores of any kind whatever; and 
if they fhould arrive for him, he will tend 
them back to Tuillicherry. 


SIXTH ARTICLE, 
° Refpetiing the Police. 


If the Sepoys, Picdars, or any other 
people belunging to the Nabob, have any 
caufe of complaint againft the foldiers, 
Sepoys, or any other perfon of the garri- 
fon, they will addrets themi{elves to Colo- 
nel Campbell, who will make them be 
punithed by his laws, according as the cate 
requires. On the other hand, if the fol- 
diers, fepoys, or any other people of the 
garrifon, have any caufe of complaint a- 
gainft the Sepoys, Picdars, or any of the 
people belonging tothe Nabob, they will 

addre{s 
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addrefs themfelves to the Commanding Of- 
ficer of the Prince, who will likewife make 
them be punifhed according as they de- 
ferve. Any perfon taking revenge at his 
own hand, will be punifhed by order of 
his own officer. 


SEVENTH ARTICLE. 


Re/peéting the Fort of Onore, and the Places 
that depend upon it. 


All the above articles made and fettled 
for the fort and girrifon of Mangalore, 
will equally refpect, and be obferved by, 
that of Onore, and its depending potts , 
with this difference, that, on account of 
Onore being a place of lefs confequence 
than Mangalore, the Nabob will only leave 
in the trenches and batteries that his troops 
wnay have made before that place, goo Se-~ 
poys to guard them, and that he will only 
put into the fort 30 Sepoys, to obferve that 
the articles of this cefiation are ftrictly ad- 
hered to; as likewife the Englith Com- 
manding Officer in Onore will, for the 
fame purpofe, only fend into the trenches 
and batteries of the Nabob, the fame num- 
ber of 30 Sepoys. 

+ 5 EIGHTH 
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EIGHTH ARTICLE. 


Refpecting the former En wife Garrifon at 
Bedanore. 


Colonel Campbell had demanded of the 
Nabob the releafe of the garrifon of Be- 
danore, General Mathews having given up 
that place to the Prince by a capitulation, 
in which it had been agreed, that he and 
his garrifon fhould retire to one of the 
Enelith pofietions ; the Nabob returns for 
aniwer, thatin the articles of capitulation 
granted to General Mathews, thefe were 
the principal ones, viz. that the General 
fhould retire with his garrifon and effects 
to one of the Eneglith poffeffions, and that 
he put into the hands of the Nabob all the 
people formerly belonging to the Sircar 
that were in his poffeflion, and all the 
jewels, effects and money, that were in the 
fort; but that General Mathews, after the 
articles of capitulation were fettled and 
figned, pilloged the treafures and ftore- 
huufes, and caufed to be burnt the 
accompts of the Tofcana, &c. of the 
Prince, aud did not deliver up the 


people 
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people formerly belonging to the Sircar, 
(viz. in the fervice of the Crown), as 
{pecified ; the Nabob was therefore au- 
thorifed by the rights of war to keep both 
him and his garrifon prifoners. The Na- 
boh, befides, having objected, that this 
article had no concern with a ceffation of 
arms, but only with atreaty of peace, Co- 
Jonel Campbell agreed to Ieave it to be 
fettled at the conclution of peace. 


NINTH ARTICLE: 


Refpecling the Nabst's Poficfisns cu the Ma- 
labur Coat. 


The Nabob having dem inded to remain 
matter of his ancient domains on this coaft, 
and to colleét the cuftoms and revenues as 
formerly, Colonel Campbell anfwered, 
that he agreed with refpect to the country 
the Nabob had conquered fince his arrival 
on this coaft, and to the moment of the 
ceffation of arms, but not for that part 
which the Englifh had made themfelves 
miafters of, and that he confidered as ftill 
belonging to them, though they had left 
it without defence. The Nabob replied, 

thar 
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that the Colonel did not know that he 
hid, at this very moment, troops difperfed 
over all his ancient domains upon this 
coult; that confequently thote places where 
the Englith had none, were lawfully his 
by the rights of war, efteemed to be in 
in his poffetfion, and to belong to him.— 
Coloncl Campbell likewife, refpecting the 
prefent article, having objected to the Na- 
bob, that the Rajah of Chirical, the Ra- 
uh of Nuilifier, and the Rajah of Com- 
tih, being Allies of the Englith, he could 
not colleét the cultoms and = revenues of 
their country; the Prince anfwered him, 
that, in the firft place, his troops had al- 
ready made themfelves mafters of all the 
country of the Rajahs of Nilifier and 
Comtah ; that he had placed there amul- 
dars, and other people, who at prefent 
collect the cuftoms and revenucs; and 
that theretore every thing was fettled with 
re{pect to thefe two. In the fecond place, 
with regard to the country of the Rajah of 
-Chirical, that his troops have already made 
themfelves mafters of part of it, and there 
is actually ut prefent troops of his in it: 
That the late Nabob Hyder Ally Caun, his 

father, 
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father, who conquered that country, had 
only reftored it to the above Rajah on con~ 
dition of his paying an annual tribute, 
and confequently it belonged to him: In 
fhort, that he cannot look upon this Ra- 
jah, his tributary, as an Ally of the Eng- 
lith, and that he will never ufe him as 
fuch, but as a fubjeCt and a fervant, who 
revolted, and joined himfelf in the rebel- 
lion of Shaik Ayed. After the Nabob had 
made thefe objections, Colonel] Campbell 
agreed to the prefent article as follows : 


The Nabob will remain maiter of his 
ancient domains on this coaft, which are 
not in the pofigffion of the Englith troops, 
but in poffeffion of his. He will receive 
the cuftoms and revenues as formerly, 
without being molefted or prevented by 
the Englifh and their Auxiliaries: He will 
likewife receive at Mangalore the rights of 
the Dowan, as he did formerly. 


TENTH! 
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TENTH ARTICLE: 


Refpecting a Ciffation of Arms cn all the 
Malabar Coaft, 


The Nabob will from this moment ceafe 
all hoftilities againft the poflefons, troops, 
and Auxiliaries of the King of Great Bri- 
tain, and of the Englith IF att-India Com- 
pany, on this coaft; as lkewite Colonel 
Campbell obliges himiclf, as being Com- 
mander in Chief of the Englith Porces 
on the faid coaft, to make all hoftilities 
ceafe againft the poficflions, troops, and 
Auxiliarics of the Nabob. In general it 
is to be underftood by ‘this ceffation of 
arms, that the Nabob fhall take no advan- 
tage whatever again(t the pofi€ffions, troops, 
or Auxiliaries of the Englifh. On the o- 
ther hand, the Englith and their Auxili- 
aries fhall take no advantage whatcver 
againft the poffeffions, troops, or Auxilia~ 
ries of the Nabob on this coaft. 


ELEVENTH ARTICLE: 
Riefpetting the Hofiages. 


The above articles fhall be adhered to 


fcrupuloufly, and with good faith; and, 
I to 
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to infure it, Colonel Campbell will give, 
as hoftages to the Nabob, two Englith 
officers, who will remain near the Nabob 
with one of the French corps. The Na- 
bob likewife will give, as hoftages, two of 
his officers to Colonel Campbell. 


TWELFTH AND LAST ARTICLE: 


The prefent agreement fhall be figned 
and executed in quadruplicate, in the Mah- 
rattah and Englith languages: It hall like- 
‘wife be made in quadruplicate in the French 
language: And befides thefe being figned 
by the Nabob and Colonel Campbell, they 
fhall be alfo figned by Monfieur Piveron de 
Morlay, Ensoy from France with the 
Prince, who has been on this occafion the 
mediator betwixt the Nabob and Colonel 
Campbell, and witnefs to the articles which 
theyhave refpectively agreed to. One copy 
of each of thefe fhall be given to the Na- 
bob ; another to Colonel Campbell ; ano- 
ther, in French, fhall be fent to the Mar- 

“quis de Buffy ; and another fhall remain in 
the hands of Monfieur Piveron.

No movement took place. Such a night 
as the preceding; the wind rather in- 
creafed. 


AvuGusT 4. 

At three this afternoon, Monfieur Pive- 
ron came into the fort, and conduéted a 
party of our troops, confifting of 100 Se- 
poys, under the command of a Subaltern, 
into the enemy’s lines, fo ftationed as to 
prevent their carrying on any new works, 
or repairing or altering thofe already raifed. 

The Envoy afterwards returned, and had 
a conference with Colonel Campbell; and, 
at five o’clock in the afternoon, a party of 
the enemy's Sepoys marched into the fort, 
as a check upon our operations. They 
were accompanied by a principal Staff Of- 
ficer, who had liberty to poft them where- 

thought proper.

The French Envoy came in, and had a 
fhort converfation with Colonel Campbell

The weather remarkably fevere.

Colonel Campbell directed the bezar to 
be difcontinued in future, on account of 
the high price and very bad quality of the 
few trifling articles it afforded.

Information was given of the eflemy’s 
having buried a heavy gun in their rear- 
moft works to the fouthward.

The Nabob having exprefled a with to 
fe Colonel Campbell, the Colonel accept-

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ed of his invitation, and a day was appoint 
ed. His Highnefs alfo made a requifition 
for the names of thofe officers who were ta 
attend the Colonel on this vifit.

 AvuGusT 12. 


This day the enemy completed a battery 
on the fouthern point of land, command- 
ing the paflage of the bar, and entrance 
into both the northern and fouthern rivers, 


AuGueT 13, 


The French Envoy this morning came 
into the fort, and, at ten o'clock, accom- 
ied Colonel Campbell to the Nabob’s 
Durbar, where were prefent al] his princi- 
‘pal Officers, and introduced the Colonel 
to his Highnefs, who gave him a moft 
polite and gracious reception, as well as 
thofe officers by whom the Colonel was at- 

tended, and prefented each with a fhaul. 
A complimentary copverfation pafied 
between the Nabob and Colonel Camp- 
bell, in which his Highnefs declared the 
Colonel to be the braveft and moft able 
Officer 
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Officer he had ever fought againft, and his 
troops the moft courageous and beft difci~ 
plined that he fuppofed‘ could be found in 
the Englifh fervice: That he felt the 
higheft fatisfaction at the pleafing prof- 
pects of a {peedy and lafting peace with a 
nation fo truly great and powerful as the 
Englith, and from whofe friendly and cor- 
dial alliance he anticipated to himfelf the 
moft perfect gratification and advantage + 
That, for the prefent, as none were more 
highly deferving, fo he would convince the 
Colonel that fuch were his real fentiments, 
by taking every means to render the fitu- 
ation of his troops a comfortable and eli- 
gible one, after their very great fatigues 
and danger, from which they had juitly 
derived praife the moft glorious,——honour 
that could never die. 

The Colonel, with a grave countenanee, 
gave his Highnefs in return a mo{ft com- 
plete aniwer in the complimentary way, 
and acquitted himfelf with great eclat. 
He acknowledged his troops good; but at 
the fame time begged the Nabob to con- 
fider the very great advantage of being 
poflefied of fo ftrong a fortrefs as Manga-

lore, and its being attacked at a feafon 
fo unfavourable to the neceflary operations 
of a fiege, which alone, the Colonel de- 
clared, was an obftacle not to be fur- 
mounted. With various other fhrewd 
complimentary remarks, the Colonel con- 
cluded with exprefiing his aftonifhment at 
the very fpirited and refolute exertions 
which his Highnefs’s troops had made to- 
wards the reduction of the fort; and affu- 
red the Nabob, that whatever praife might 
fall to the lot of the befieged, his High- 
nefs’s bold and intrepid attempt to reduce 
fo ftrong a fortrefs as Mangalore, at fuch 
an unfavourable feafon, and under fo many 
difadvantages, with the extraordinary rapid 
progrefs made in fo fhort a time, would 
ever be a matter of the greateft furprife and 
wonder; the higheft encomiums muft fol- 
low ; and, if it were poffible to increafe 
his Elighnefs’s military fame and reputa- 
tion, this laft atternpt would add brilliancy 
dnd luftre to his univerfally allowed emi- 
nent and fhining character as a foldier.— 
The Nabob, during the Colonel’s reply, 
feerned far othefwife than difpleafed ; but 
it could plainly be péfcéived, that his High- 
“ nefs 
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nefs confidered a great part of it as mere 
compliment, which (by the bye) was nog 
very furprifing. 

Shertly after the Colonel’s return, the 
Nabob fent him a very fine horfe, with 
a polite meflage. 


AvuGuUST 14. 


This evening, a little before fun-fet, a 
veffel was difcovered in the offing. 


AvucusT 16. 


This forenoon two boats were perceived 
they paffled on to the fouthward. 

At four o’clock this afternoon, Colonel 
Campbell, at the Nabob’s particular re- 
queft, waited upon his Highnefs, attended 
only by his Secretary. Returned a thort 
time after fun-fet. 

This evening a fhip appeared in the of- 
fing, fuppofed to be the veffel that was 
yefterday feen. At nine at night, a gun 
was fired, and blue lights*burnt on three 
different baftions, of the upper fort, asa 
fignal to the fhip, which fhe an{wered. 


Another 
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Another veffel having Englith colours, 
came to anchor two leagues to the north- 
ward of the fort. 


AvcusT 16. 


At fun-rife, a fnow, under Englith co- 
jours, came to an anchor off the bar, one 
league diftant. Two other veffels were al- 
fo difcovered at day-light, one a fhip, the 
other a grab, both of which, under Eng- 
lith colours alfo, foon came to an anchor. 

At nine o’clock the enemy fent off a 
{mall boat from the circular fort on board 
the veffel neareft fhore. The mefienger 
brought back a note for Colonel Camp- 
bell from the Commanding-Officer of the 
_ Mercury packet. 

By the Nabob's permiffion, a ferjeant at 
noon was difpatched on board for letters : 
He returned next morning. 

A topfail veffel was feen at ten o'clock 
this forenoon : She paffed on to the fouth- 
ward. 

The Mercury packet at night weighed, 
and proceeded for Tillicherry.

At fun-rife a fhow was difcovered with a 
prefs of fail from the northward, under 
Englith colours. At noon fhe came to an 
anchor. A ferjeant ‘was fent on board, by 
the Nabob’s permiffion. She proved to be 
the Morning Star Company’s cruifer, with 
Brigadicr-general Macleod and Staff on 
board, 


AvucusT 18. 


At 11 o'clock this forenoon, the Brittol 
and Ifis men of war came to anchor two 
Jeagues diftant from the bar; and at noon 
the enemy reinforced all the guards fta- 
tioned in their moft advanced works. 

The ferjeant fent yefterday on board the 
newly arrived fnow, returned this day at 
noon with a letter from Brigadier-general 
Macleod ; and at four in the afternoon, 
Colonel Campbell, attended by fome of 
the officers of his family, with the Na- 
bob’s confent, went on board the Morning 
Star. 


AuGusT 19. 


At noon Colonel Campbell arrived on 
fhore from the Morning Star. 
. This 
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This evening the Briftol and Ifis, (ha- 
ving on board a detachment of Hanoverian 
troops from Madrafs, intended as a rein- 
forcement to the garrifon of Mangalore), 
failed for Tillicherry. 


AUGUST 20. 


Brigadier-general Macleod, in the after-~ 
noon of this day, landed and took up his 
refidence in the town of Mangalore, where, 
by the Nabob’s directions, two houfes 
were provided for him and his family. 


AUGUST 22. 


In the orders of this day Brigadier-ge~ 
neral Macleod acquainted the garrifon, that 
there was a fair profpect of a fpeedy releafe 
of their companions who unfortunately fell 
into the hands of the enemy before the 
fiege ; to effect which bufinefe he intima- 
ted, that he would himfelf leave the army 
for a fhort time. The General’s inten- 
tion was to accompany the Nabob to Se- 
ringapatnam, to ufe his mediation in a 
treaty of peace. The Honourable India 
Company have reafon to regret thofe ob- 

f{tacles 
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ftacles which prevented the interpofition 
of this accomplifhed officer. By him fuch 
fhameful conceffions as thofe which now 
reflect difgrace and reproach on the Britith 
nation, never had been granted: Sacrifices 
fo difhonourable, had been reje@ted with 
contempt; the fame of the Englith had 
been ftill unrivalled : ‘The gallant garrifon 
of Mangalore, who, by their intrepidity 
and difcipline, had baffled every effort 
of the enemy, had not then been left con- 
fined a prey to famine and difeafe, encom- 
paffed by thoufands of contemptible and 
treacherous foes, pleafed with and exulting 
at their extreme wretchednefs and mifery : 
With the ceffation from hoftilities, the fa- 
tigues and diftreffles of the garrifon had alfo 
ceafed. How different the treatment they 
experienced ! 


AUGUST 25. 


Began to purchafe provifions from the 
bezar for the Commiffary’s department, at 
moft exorbitant rates. 


SEPTEMBER 18. °* 


An officer was difpatched to Tillicherry 
for provifions, the Nabob having agreed to 


permit 
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permit of their being landed: But, on the 
arrival of the fupplies, his Highnefs ufed 
various pretences to prevent their admif- 
fion into the fort, and plainly difcovered 
that his intention was to ftarve the gar- 
rifon ; for although his bezar furnifhed 
frefh meat and country-arrack, yet the ef- 
fential articles of a Sepoy’s diet, rice, doll, 
(a {pecies of pea) ghee (an indifferent kind 
of butter), &c. were not to be purchafed, 
which made it necefflary to break in upon 
our own ftock, that by the articles of cef- 
fation ought to have remained untouched. 


OcTOBER 3. 


A principal civil fervant of the Honour- 
able Company’s, arrived from Tillicherry, 
came on fhore, and paid a vifit to the Na- 
bob. The 6th he fet out for Bombay, 
and had the ftrongeft affurances from his 
Highnefs that the fupplies which were ar- 
rived from Tillicherry fhould immediately 
be landed, and admitted into the fort. 

Our excurfions from the garrifon began 
to be curtailed, and we met with much 
moleftation and infolence from the Nabob’s

™ OcTo- 
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OcTOBER 9g. 


Brigadier-general Macleod finding his 
efforts to get the provifions landed ineffec- 
tual, and the Nabob behaving otherwife 
inconfiftently, and in a very equivocal man- 
ner, delaying, under various pretences, his 
journey to Seringapatnam, took his leave 
of the Nabob, and embarked for Tilli- 
cherry, to collect (as was fuppofed) a force 
equal to the relief of the garrifon, then on 
half allowance of falt provifions. From 
the fcarcity of firewood, directed to cook 
but once a-day ; and not permitted to pafs 
beyond our advanced centinels. 


OcTOBER 2I. 


Since the gth inftant the enemy have 
been bufily employed in repairing their 
old works, and erecting new batteries in 
every direction, which they very frequently 
attempted to do by ftealth previous to Bri- 
gadier-general Macleod’s departure. Few 
alterations could be made in our works for 
want of materials, and the neceffary num- 
ber of working parties. 


The 
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The bezar not coming in regularly, and 
the troops rather clamorous, orders were 
given for two thirds allowance of rice to 
be iffued to the garrifon. 


NoveMBER 6S. 


Yefterday and this day a moft violent 
ftorm of wind, with heavy rain. All the 
huts and tents about the place were blown 
down, and other confiderable damage done. 

Intelligence was received (not officially) 
that Commiffioners appointed from Ma- 
dras, for concluding a treaty of peace with 
his Highnefs the Nabob, were on their 
way to Mangalore, and might fhortly be 
expected to arrive. 


NovEMBER 12. 

The troops being exceedingly difcon- 
tented at their fhort allowance of provi- 
fions, and their frequent defertions being 
attribated to that caufe, it was found ne- 
ceflary to order full allowance of rice, 
which bore very hard upon our provifions, 
then drawing to an end. 


= No-« 
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NovEMBER 24. 


At. day-break two fleets of veffels ap- 
peared, one from the northward, the other 
from the fouthward, both ftanding for this 
place. As the day advanced, more fhips 
were feen, with a number of boats; and, 
in the afternoon, a great part were anchor- 
ed in the road. We were confident that 
this was the long-wifhed-for reinforce- 
ment, and that we fhould be fpeedily re- 
lieved. Every neceflary arrangement was 
made in the garrifon to facilitate the land- 
ing of the troops, which we all waited for 
with the utmoft anxiety and impatience. 
The fhips of war took their ftations fo as 
to cover, in the meft effectual manner, 
the boats cmployed on this fervice. The 
garrifon lay on their arms: The fignal was 
made that the troops would land to the 
jouthward. They were difcovered in the 
boats; every movement promifed a {peedy 
attack. Confidence and joy appeased in 
every countenance. Even the poor, weak, 
emaciated convalef{cent, tottering under the 
weight of his firelock, boldly ftood forth 
to offer what feeble aid his melancholy 
ftate admitted of. But how great the 

K. change |

change! In a moment all was defpair ; 
every fpirit was diftrefled. Our cool and 
intrepid Commander could fcarce conceal 
from his defponding troops his feelings on 
the oceafion. Full of indignation at fuch 
ungenerous treatment, he lamented that 
the honourable rank which he bore in his 
Majefty’s fervice fubjected him to the or- 
ders of a fet of men, who could fo foon 
forget the cfiential fervices rendered by the 
little army under his command, and aban- 
don it to deftruction. Every officer fpoke 
mutiny; every foldicr was outrageous. 
The poor feeble convalefcent in filence 
crawled back to his hofpital, to breathe its 
putrid air, and join his unfortunate expi- 
ring comrades in uttering curfes againft 
thofe in power who occafioned their de- 
plorable fituation, and who were the caufe 
of their untimely deaths. 

It was agreed that the garrifon fhould 
have a fupply of one month’s provifion ; 
but, on being examined, it was found to 
confift of no more than twenty day’s rice, 
and nearly one month’s beef, arrack, and 
bifcuit. This great deficiency in thg moft 
¢ffential article of our provifions was truly 

alarming, 
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alarming, particularly as all our doll, ghee 
and falt, was expended ; a very great fcar- 
city of firewood; no kind of retref{hments 
for the officers allowed admittance into 
the fort; our hofpitals crowded, on an 
improper diet; and the whole of our troops 
in aweakly ftate. In this lamentable fitu- 
ation, moft of the thins and veficls got un- 
der way the rf of December, and made 
fail to the fouthward. The veilel on board 
which was Brigadier-general Macleod, 
feeming to be prepared to take her depar- 
ture alfo, a fignal was made from the gar- 
rifon, “* that we were on bad terms with 
the Nabob, and wifhed to be fupported,” 
and, afterwards, ‘* that we could hold out 
“< no longer.” Both thef fignals being 
anfwered by the General's fhip, and feen 
by the whole fleet, they continued their 
courfe; and, on the 2d of December, the 
General’s veffel, having firft made the fig- 
nal of ‘* fpeedy fuccours arriving,’ made 
fail to the fouthward alfo. 


DECEMBER I2. 


‘A fnow, under Englith colours, arrived 
from the fouthward, and came to anchor 
K 2 in 
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in the road. She made the fignal of 


‘* {peedy fuccours,” and remained in that 
ftation, 


DECEMBER 206. 


Our provifions being nearly expended, 
only two thirds allowance was ordered to 
be iffued to the garrifon.. The {curvy be- 
gan to make great havock amongft the 
troops, feveral, both Europeans and Se- 
poys, dying daily of that diforder, The 
Sepoys particularly were fo much exhautt- 
ed by their fcanty diet, that above half of 
them were in the hofpital, numbers in a 
convalefcent ftate, and few able to do duty. 
During this diftrefs, no bezar was fyrnifh- 
ed by the Nabob, a few days excepted, 
when his Highnefs did permit a {mal] 
quantity of doll, ghee and falt, to be fent 
into the fort, which was bought up in an 
inftant by our poor half-famifhed Sepoys, 
at-:twenty times its value. This the Na- 
bob did with a view to affert hereafter, 
that he had fupplied the garrifon with thefe 
articles ; as the reafon his Highnefs affigne 
ed for not allowing doll, ghee, Git, &c. 
to. be landed with the other provifions, wag, 

_ that 
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that his bezar would furnith in abundarice 
all thofe trifling articles. But we had rea- 
fon to repent the credulity of our friends. 


DeceMBER 273 


A veffel, on board of which was Briga- 
dier-general Macleod’s flag, with a fnow 
in company, and five boats, came to an- 
chor in the road; and, on the 3:ft, a 
fupply of provifions was permitted to be 
landed, canfifting nearly of the fame 
quantity of rice and bifcuit as before, but 
lefs heef and arrack. No refrefhments 
were landed for the officers, nor the leaft 
intercourfe allowed between the veffels and 
the garrifon, the provifions which were 
landed being fent in the Nabob’s boats, 
and under charge folely of his own people, 
who attentively examined each article pre- 
vious to its admittance. The parrifon, fo 
far from conceiving this fecond fupply of 
provifions as an alleviation to their fuffer~ 
ings, were highly diffatisfied and clamor- 
ous, and looked upon it as a moft glaring 
infult, infomuch, that they were with dif- 
ficulty perfuaded to lend their affiftance to 
convey the provifions to the Commiffary’s 

K 3 ftoree 
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fiorehoufe. Colonel Campbell's repeated 
promifes of relief, and his publithing in 
orders on the 26th inftant, that his intel- 
ligence led him to believe, that above one 
third of the Nabob’s army had joined that 
under the command of Brigadier-general 
Macleod, who was at that inftant advan- 
cing to the relief of the garrifon, and at 
no great diftance ;—-this piece of informa- 
tion being 1 e public, the very day be- 
fore Brigadi eneral Macleod arrived by 
fea, with o a few Soats, gave the gar-~ 
rifon but a poor opinion of the authenti- 
city of every the leat favourable piece of 
intelligence ever after, and caufed mach 
defertion both amongit the Europeans and 
Sepoys. 


JANUARY Y, 1734. 


At night Brigadier-general Macleod’s 
yeffel and boats went off, 


JANUARY 2. 


Colonel Camphell acquainted the garri- 
fon, that he had received a letter from Bri- 
gadier-general Macleod, faying, ‘* That 


“« nothing 
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¢* nothing could have prevented his more 
“© effectually relieving the garrifon, but 
«© the daily expectations of the arrival of 
** the Englifh Commiffioners appointed to 
‘* make peace with the Nabob.” 

The icurvy continued to rage with great 
violence amongft the troops, and occa- 
fioned frequent deaths: Many whofe 
wounds had been healed broke out a-frefh, 
and the hofpital, notwithftanding our great 
decreafe in numbers, was more crowded 
than during the fiege. A very fmall part 
of the laft fupply of falt-mcat was cat- 
able, and the bifcuit was full of vermin, 
The Europeans trafficked this bad falt pro- 
vifion for rice, with a very low caft of Se- 
poys, who will eat the carcafe of any ani- 
mal, though in a ftate of putrefaction. 


JANUARY 12. 

A vefiel, with Brigadier-general Mac- 
leod’s pendant flying, came to anchor off 
the bar from the fouthward. No fignals 
were made. 

JANUARY 13. 

The General’s thip, on the return of a 
boat which fhe had difpatched on fhore, 
weighed, and made {ail to the northward. 

K 4 Janvu~ 
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A Council of War having judged it ne- 
eeflary to make propofals of delivering 
the Fort to the Nabob, Colonel Camp- 
Bell of the 42d regiment, command- 
‘ing in the fart of Mangalore, went and 
propofed the following Articles of Ca- 
pitulation to his Highnefs; for the 
ftriét performance of which articles 
they both pledge the public faith of 
aheir refpective nations. 


ARTICLE TI. 


The fort of Mangalore to be delivered 
up-to the Nabob, at the time hereafter fpe+ 
cified ; but to be confidered as given up 
fer whatever fort in the Carnatic is ftipu- 
lated as an exchange for it in the Articles 
of Peace now fettling with the Commif- 
fioners..—Agreed to in its fulleft latitude. 


ARTICLE I. 


The garrifon to march out with all the 
honours of war, two field-pieces in front, 
&c. at the time, and to the place, here- 
after {pecified. They are nat to be con- 
tered as prifoners of war, but to embark 

on 
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on board beats furnifhed by the Nabob g 
but thould there not be a fufficiency of 
boats for this purpofe, they are to be al~ 
lowed to march to Tillicherry, with their 
guns, baggage, &c.— Agreed to in its ful- 
left latitude. 


AR TFICLE Ill. 


The Nabob to furnifh boats fufiicient 
for carrying all the fick, public ftores, 
private baggage, é&c.: Thefe to be got 
ready with the utmoft expedition. To 
affift in forwarding the embarkation, the 
WNabob to furnifh what biggarfis, &c. may 
be wanted for that purpofe. The mo- 
mrent that ail is got on board, they are to 
fail by order from Colonel Campbell.— 
Agreed to in its fulleit latitude. 


ARTICLE Iv. 


All guns, mortars, military ftores, &c. 
originally belonging to the company, te 
be embarked on board the above bodts; 
and all guns, military ftores, &c. bélong- 
ing to the Nabob, to be left in the fort; 
for taking charge of which his Highnefs 

may 
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may fend in a {mall guard, with proper 
perfons to take an account of them.—A- 
greed to in its fulleft latitude. 


ARTICLE VW. 


The Nabob to furnith the boats with 
four days provifion, wood and water, ac- 
cording to the number each boat will hold ; 
and, in cafe any troops march by land, 
he is to furnifh them regularly with pro- 
vifions, at the ufual allowance, while in 
his country.—Agreed to in its fulleft lati- 
tude. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Should it be neceflary for the troops to 
march by land, the Nabob to furnifh a 
fufficient number of tents for them, with 
bullocks and lafcars to carry and pitch 
them. He will alfo furnifh gun-bullocks 
for the two field-pieces carsied out with 
the troops, there being none in garrifon ; 
likewife a large proportion of doolies (lit~ 
ters) to attend the troops on their march 
to Tillicherry..—Agreed to in its fulleft la~ 
titude !

The tfual compliment of 56 rounds to 
be allowed to each of the field-pieces, and 
50 rounds of mufket ammunition per man 
for the troops.—Agreed to in its fulleft 
latitude, 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The flag fhall be ftruck, and the garrifon 
march out, as above fpecified, as foon as 
the veffels with the fick, &c. have failed 
from the mouth of the harbour. They 
are to march to the beach, and there em- 
bark on board the boats provided for their 
reception. But fhould it be neceffary for 
them to go by Jand, they are to march to 
the northern bapks of the fouth branch 
of the river, where tents are to be pitched 
on a convenient f{pot, appointed by the 
Nabob, and boats to be immediately got 
ready fer crofiing the light baggage and 
troops as foon as poflible. ‘The Nabob 
will alfo furnifh biggaries, tonies for crof- 
fing the rivers, and every other affiftance 
wanted. This to be confidered in its ful-

No private or public baggage of any 
kind whatever, to be fearched or plundere 
ed.—Agreed to in its fulleft latitude.

The former iuhabitants of this place 
who have put themfelves ander the Ho- 
nourable Eaft India Company's protection, 
and with to go along with the troops, to 
be confidered as followers of the army, and 
therefore not to be in the fmalleft refpect 
molefted.—Agreed to in its fulleft latitude. 


ARTICLE XY. 


The Nabob will fend what command- 
ants he thinks necefiary to fettle all quar- 
rels, irregularities, or difturbances, and 
to fee that every thing is regularly conduct- 
ed, as purported in the above articles. AL 
boats, bullocks, tents, lafcars, biggaries, 
doolies, &c. furnifhed by the Nabab, will 
be delivered aver to them upon their arri- 

5 valk 
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val at Tillicherry, and the fulleft fatisfaec- 
tion will be given for all irregularities 
committed by any of his Britannic Ma- 
jefty’s, or the Honourable EBaft India Com- 
pany’s troops, or their followers.— Agreed 
to in its fulleft latitude. 


ARTICLE XI. 


If the Nabob cannot furnifh boats fug- 
ficient for every thing propofed to be car~ 
ried by the articles of capitulation, and as 
there are veffels belonging to the Honour- 
able Company arrived in the harbour, the 
Nabob’s boats to be employed in carrying 
off the fick, {tores and baggage, to thofe 
veflels; after which are fully loaded, the 
Nabob’s boats to be employed in carrying 
to Tillicherry what remains of the garri- 
fon, ftores and baggage, as purported in 
the foregoing articles.-Agreed to in its 
fulleft latitude.

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JANUARY 27. 


T'wo vefiels appeared from the fouth- 
ward, when Captains Wolfeley and Dunn 
were deputed to the Nabob, to endeavour 
to prevail on his Highnefs to allow a boat 
to be fent off, which was complied with. 
Both the above Gentlomen went on board 
the Sullivan Eaft Indiaman, where was 
Colonel Gordon, who commanded in Bri- 
gadier-general Macleod’s abfence, he ha- 
ving failed for Bombay. Colonel Gor- 
don’s intention was to throw in another 
month’s provifion into the fort: But, 
previous to the propofal of articles of ca- 
pitulation to the Nabob, his Highnefs had 
declared to Colonel Campbell, that though 
at the earneft requeft of Brigadier-general 
Macleod he had admitted into the fort 
one month’s provifton more than the 3d 
article of cefflation obliged him to, that 
for the future he was determined not to ac- 
quiefce in any fimilar requifition,—an in- 
dulgence we could not expect; but had 
finally refelved to abide ftrictly by the 
3d article of ceffation; confequently not 
allow the admiffion of any provifions, 

except 
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except what were purchafed in his own 
bezar. 

Colonel Gordon received from Captains 
Wolfely and Dunn every information he 
could defire refpe@ting the ftate of the gar- 
rifon, and immediately difpatched expreffes 
to Cannanore and Tillicherry, for all the 
fhipping and fmall-craft that could be 
collected, in order to prevent any part of 
the garrifon’s being neceffitated to go by 
land to either of the above places. 


JANUARY 30. 


The troops this day began to embark 
on board the Sullivan Eaft-Indiaman, 
Morning Star, Alfred and Ranger cruvers, 
and a number of boats which came in from 
Cannanore. Thofe fit for duty dtoad as 
follows :

ved at Tillicherry 4th February 1784.

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Our gallant Commander finding his 
health on the decline, was obliged to quit 
the army on the tgth of February, and 
proceed for Bombay, where he arrived the 
13th of March 1784, and died of a con- 
fumption the 23d of the fame month, uni- 
verfally lamented. 

To attempt a panegyric on this brave 
and noble officer would be to do his me- 
mory an injuftice. I know not words 
fufficiently ftrong and expreffive to convey 
an idea of his juft merits: His brilliant 
actions fpeak beft for themfelves ; and as 
long as the gallant defence of Mangulore is 
recorded in the annals of hiftory, fo long 
will our beloved Commander ftand high 
on the lift of thofe Officers moft diftinguith- 
ed for their zeal, valour, and exemplary 
conduct.

COLONEL CAMPBELL's 
ORDERS. 


Mancatore Fort, May 24, 1783. 


Tue fort being now clofely invefted, 
and the exertion of every perfon abfolutely 
neceflary, the Commander in Chief with- 
ing to {how lenity to all offenders belong- 
ing to the garrifun now confined, hoping 
they will take this opportunity of regain- 
ing their characters by their utmoft exer- 
tions, pardons the crimes they have com- 
mitted, and hereby orders them to be re- 
leafed, and to return to their duty in their 
former itations. The blak ofhcers of 
the 3d battalion, now under an arreft on 
fufpicion of cowardice during the attack 
of this place, are alfo pardoned, in hopes 
that they will regain their credit in the 
defence of it. 

The defence of particular ftations being 
now allotted to the refpective corps, they 
will employ their time in ftrengthening 

their 
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their pofts, by making proper banquettes, 
abbatis, and ditches, &c. in front of their 
refpective pofts. The commanding oth- 
cers of thofe pofts will apply to the Engi- 
neer for what tools they may want, but 
muit give pofitive orders respecting their 
being taken care of. Many fine wells be- 
ing now difcovered between the advanced 
battery and the fhore, the orders formerly 
given relating to the tank to be again in 
force. 

The Sepoys to build their huts between 
the walls of the fort and the faufs-bray ; 
and thofe Sepoys only that are on duty to 
be in the covert-way; the others, when 
under arms in the morning, to man the 
faufs-bray. At the part of the work 
where Lieutenant Difney is pofted, the 
faufs-bray being much lower than the co- 
vert-way, he will man the walls of the 
lower fort next the fea and facing the gate 
with thofe men not on duty, at the ufual 
hour of getting under arms in the morn- 
ing. 

Lieutenant Rofs, boat-mafler, is attach- 
ed to the artillery : He will receive his or- 
ders from Captain Bowles. The Madras 

I 3 Sepoys, 
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Sepoys, and thofe of the 8th battalion for- 
merly fent from the hill, to be quartered 
and do duty within the fort. 

The Commander in Chief returns his 
thanks to Lieutenant Mackay of the royal 
navy, for the fpirited offer he made of his 
fervices to act with the artillery; to en- 
able him to officiate in which line, he has 
alfo waved the rank of Captain, which his 
commiffion entitles him to. His offer 1s 
with pleafure accepted of. He is to rank 
as fenior King’s Lieutenant, and is ap- 
pointed to take command of the advanced 
battery. Hie will receive pay and allow- 
ances as Lieutenant. 

The troops for guard to parade in the 


upper fort this evening, at half paft four 
o'clock. 


May 25.—The Adjutant (or an ofh- 
cer for him) of each corps in the Ho- 
nourable Company’s fervice, to attend the 
Brigade-major of the Bormbay brigade, to 
receive orders, as foon as he informs them 
that the orders are iffued. Shades for all 
centinels to be built by the different corps 
they belong to. 


Copies 
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Copies of the indents of each corps for 
provifions, as given in to the Commiffary, 
called for the 22d inftant, not yet being 
received, the commanding officers of corps 
are reminded of that order. 


May 26.—A Captain for the day, in 
future, to mount at retreat beating: He 
will frequently go round the works during 
the night, and rectify all irregularities. 
All reports from the different guards will 
be made to him; and the Captain of the 
day will report to the Commander in 
Chief at day-break, and at the time he is 
relieved.

May 27.—As the Engineer's depart- 
ment will require every poflible affittance 
with refpect to labourers, the Commander 
in Chief will be obliged to thofe Gentle- 
men who have not at prefent any employ- 
ment for their biggaries, to order them to 
affemble in the upper fort every morning 
at fun-rife. They fhall be regularly paid 
for their work, and fhall alfo receive provi- 
fions. 

Several Europeans having been detected 
difubeying the orders of the 2oth inftant, 
in re{pcct to cleanlinefs, and having plead- 
ed their ignorance of that order, the com- 
mnanding officers of corps will take the ne- 
ceffary fleps for having every man in their 
battalion or corps made acquainted with it, 
as the firft offender will be moft feverely 
punifhed. The different corps of the 
Bombay brigade to be under arms at their 
alarm-pofts this evening at four o’clock, to 
infpect a punifhment. The Brigade-ma- 
jor of the Bombay troops to fee the pu- 
nifhment put in execution, and explain to 

the 
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prifoner’s crime. 

A working-party from the Bombay brie 
gade, confifting of 1 havildar, 1 naig, and 
40 Sepoys, to parade to-morrow morning 
at fun-rife, at the ufual place. 

After orders.— The working-party from 
the Bombay brigade, of 40 Sepoys, order- 
ed to affemble at fun-rife to-morrow morn- 
ing, to be augmented to 1 Subaltern, 1 fu- 
bedar, 1 temidar, 2 havildars, 2 naigs, and 
100 Sepoys, to be relieved at ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, and two o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, by a like number. 


May 28.—Working parties to parade 
at the fame hours to-morrow as was di- 
rected in yefterday’s general after orders. 


May 29.—The fhameful delay in col- 
lecting parties ordered to parade, has indu- 
ced the Commander in Chief to defire the 
Majors of Brigade to order the Adjutants 
of thofe corps whofe parties are not para- 
ded at the hour appointed, immediately 
under an arreft, that a ftop may inftantly be 
put to a neglect fo detrimental to the fer- 
vice.

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When there is any extra party ordered 
to parade immediately, half an hour from 
the time of the orders being delivered will 
be allowed for its affernbling. 

One third of the garrifon will in future 
be conftantly wanted for work. That 
third which is to zo upon duty at night, to 
work inthe morning, and to be relieved 
in fix hours by the third off duty. 

Captain Bowles being much employed 
m his own department, is not in future to 
take the general duty. 

1s the Engineer has a good deal of 
work for the troops, Colonel Campbell re- 
quefts the officers will be fo good as to 
fend all their cootics, not alrcady employed 
in the public fervice, to the general parade 
to-morrow morning at day-break, that they 
may be employed in railing defences again{t 
mutkctry on the towers. The Fort-adyu- 
tant will take charge of, pay, and victual 


them. 


May 30.—The Commander in Chief 
is happy to obferve the pleafure with which 
the troops execute the different duties al- 
lotted them ; and therefore, for their fur-

ther encouragement, now orders the Pay- 
mafter to iffue one month's pay to the whole 
garrifon. The commanding officers of 
corps will, at fame time, give in to the 
Paymafter an exact ftate of the arrears due 
to their re{pective corps, that they may be 
cleared with, either by partial payments or 
in whole, as curcumitances will admit. 


June 4th.—All the men attached to the 
artillery to receive double pay; and a re- 
turn of the deficiency of additional gun- 
ners to be immediately given in. 


June 7.—The officers commanding bat- 
talions and corps will regularly indent to 
the quartermafters of brigades for ammu- 
nition whenever a frefh fupply is neceffary; 
and the adjutants will take particular care 
that none of their men go upon duty with 
bad ammunition. 

The frequent defertions amongit the Se- 
poys leads the Commander in Chief to fuf- 
pect that there is fomething or other ditia- 
tishes them. ‘The commanding officers of 
corps and battalions will therefore aflemble 
all the Sepoys under their command to hear 

what 
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what they have to fay, and to take the o- 
Pinions of the black officers and non-com- 
miffioned officers refpecting it, that if there 
are any real grievances they may be inftantly 
redreffed. If they have not any to com- 
plain of, to acquaint all thofe Sepoys who 
are too great cowards to fight in defence of 
their colours, thcir country, and their 
matters, whofe pay they have fo long re- 
ceived, that, if they give in their names, 
they fhall have permiffion to join a fet 
equally daftardly and cowardly as them- 
felves, that none may remain in the fort 
but thofe gallant men who defpite dan- 
ger, and can brave hardfhips ; to fuch eve- 
ry encouragement fhall be given, and every 
attention paid, that our prefent fituation 
admits of. No working parties to-mor- 
row, that the Sepoys may be collected, 
and the orders literally and pointedly ex- 
plained; a circumftance that the Com- 
mander in Chief hopes, if not formerly, 
may in future be ftrictly attended to. Af- 
ter the above enquiry has been made, the 
commanding officers will take the trouble 
to call at Head-Quarters with their black 
commandants, and report the an{wer. 
The 
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The commanding officers of corps will 
diminith their guards fo as not to mount 
more than one third of their effectives, di- 
minifhing thofe pofts moft that are of leaft 
confequence. 

All camp-colour-men to do duty, and 
as few orderlies to be allowed in the differ- 
ent battalions as poffible. 

At fun-fet every evening, a patrole, con- 
fitting of x ferjeant, 1 corporal, 8 privates ; 
1 havildar, 1 naig, 10 Sepoys, to be fent 
from the guard of Europeans at the eaft- 
gate, and from the main-guard, to the low 
ground on the right of the cafk-battery, in 
order to fend in all foldiers and Sepoys they 
may find there not belonging to the guard ; 
after which conftant patroles are to be fent 
every half hour from tower to tower in the 
outworks, beginning from the right of the 
eaft-gate. They are to take up, and fend 
to the main-guard, all perfons they may 
meet on their rounds not upon duty. 

The Commander in Chief’s thanks are 
given to Lieutenant Mackay for his vigi- 
lance and activity laft night, which was a 
great means of faving the battery when 
attacked. ‘The Colonel was likewife plea- 

fed 
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fed to fee the garrifon fo alert in getting 
under arms. 


June 8.—All fubaltern officers attached 
to Lieutenant Mackay’s battery, to be un- 
der his command while there. 


June g.—The guards in future not to 
snount till fix o’clock; and all officers 
commanding guards and out-pofts to em- 
brace the firft fair moment, after mount- 
ing, to poft their men in the different pofi- 
tions necefiary to take in cafe of an attack 
from any quarter, pointedly explaining to 
the men their reafons for thofe different 
pofitions, which will make them, as well 
as the officers, perfectly mafters of what 
they are about, and, by that means, avoid 
the noife and confufion that muft otherwife 
happen on thofe occafions. For the pur- 
pofe of fecuring the flanks of thofe batta- 
lions in the faufs-bray, the 1{t battalion 
of grenadiers will, when they fall in at 
their alarm-poft, form a face to the right 
fo as to flank the whole fouthern curtain ; 
the 8th battalion in like manner upon their 
-Jeft flanking the northern curtain. The 
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principal attention of the 1ft battalion of 
Sepoys to be in fupporting the eaft-gate 
and defending the ditch. 

The battalions to be practiced every fair 
morning in the different modes of defence 
their alarm-pofts require; that of refer 
ving their fire, and charging their bayo- 
nets, ought to be practiced upon all occa- 
fions, and every means taken to give the 
Sepoys confidence in that weapon, being 
almoft the only one that a foldier ought 
to truft in; that of firing without a pofi- 
tive order from an officer, he being the only 
judge when it is proper, fhould be entirely 
abolifhed, and ought to be defpifed, being 
practiced by no troops but fuch a cow- 
ardly fet as we have now to deal with. 

The Chief Engineer having reported to 
the Commander in Chief, that his tiers, 
and other people belonging to him, are 
carried away by force from the work they 
are fet about, to repair officers barracks, 
&c. the Colonel defires that the officers 
will not countenance {uch irregularities ; 
but when any of the Engineer’s people are 
wanted, a proper application may be made 
for them to the Chief Engineer, who 

is will 
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will readily give every afliftance in his 
power. ‘Two pioneers from each of the 
corps of Sepoys to attend the Quarter- 
mafter of that brigade. 

The Colonel is furprifed to find, that 
the orders retpecting the iffuing of one 
month’s pay to the troops have not been 
complied with by any corps but Captain 
Napier’s and Lieutenant Difney’s. All o- 
ther corps are therefore ordered to fend in 
their abftracts immediately to the Pay- 
matter. ‘The different corps will likewife 
give in abftracts for the ufual allowance 
given to the troops on the King’s birth- 
day. 

June 11.—The additional gunners from 
the 42d regiment and Captain Napier’s 
corps will join their battalions. The re- 
cruits of the Bombay regiment are to fup- 
ply their places. 

The violence of the weather affecting 
the out-works every night, the officers 
and non-commiffioned officers command- 
ing the different guards will every morn- 
ing, at fun-rife, report to the Captain of 
the day the damage done within their re- 
{pective diftricts, who will acquaint the 

Chief 
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Chief Engincer in writing therewith, that 
it may be repaired in time. 


Junr 12.——The black commandant of 
the Sth battalion of Sepoys having this 
day waited upon the Commander in Chief, 
by the defire of all the’black officers of the 
ft and 8th battulions, expreffing their 
knowledge of the many works that are re- 
quifite for the defence of this place, and 
the few people there are to exccute them, 
had thercfore defired him to etter their fer- 
Vices in digging deep trenches round cach 
of the principal out-works, wlich will 
effectually prevent the enemy’s mining in 
thoie quarters; the Colonel highly ap- 
proves of fo laudable and ipirited a propo- 
fal, and thankfully accepts of their meri- 
torious offer. He will order the lines to 
be marked out, and acquaint them when 
it will be neceflary for them to begin, 
and will likewife be happy in giving them 
every affiftance in his power. 


The fearcity of beef now renders it ne- 
ceflary for the troops to be put upon half 


allowance: The Commiflary will there- 
M fore 
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fore only iffue it at that rate till further ors 
ders. 


June 14.—The Commander in Chief 
was much pleafed with the fpirit and regu- 
lar behaviour of both the foldiers and Se- 
poys that compofed the party which made 
the fally this morning upon the enemy’s 
trenches, and particularly that of the fer- 
jeant who commanded it. He affures the 
troops, that on all fervices whatever, fuch 
cool, fteady, and regular condu& not only 
enfures fuccefs, but muit in a great mea- 
fure prevent the lofs always fultained from 
a contrary conduct.

Juav r5.—The Commander in Chief 
offers his hearty thanks to both the officers 
and foldiers who fo gallantly fignalized 
themfelves in completely executing the im- 
portant fervice they were cmployed on. 
His particular thanks are due to Captains 
Grant and Dunn, who commanded the fe- 
parate parties: The inferior officers in their 
re{pective itations, highly merit his fingu- 
lar notice. 

He felt great pleafure (being a {pectator) 
at the cool, fteady, and regular behaviour 

of 
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of that detachment under the command 
of Captain Dunn, as well in retiring as 
advancing. 

He is extremely forry to underftand from 
Captain Grant, that the detachment of the 
King’s troops under him behaved fo irre- 
gularly, and fo much from under com- 
mand, that had they met with more refift- 
ance, it might have occafioned the failure 
of the expedition. The Colonel is apt 
to fufpect, that fuch unfteady and irregular 
behaviour muft proceed from fear, and can 
look upon thofe who behaved as reprefent- 
ed in no other light than that of cowards. 
Their officers know them,and of courfe will 
take proper notice of them until an oppor- 
tunity offers for their regaining their cha- 
racters. ‘The fhameful behaviour of thefe 
Europeans, honours the Sepoys under the 
command of Lieutenant Buchanan and En~ 
fign Rodwell with the principal merit of 
the fuccefs of the attempt. 

The behaviour of aac Izrael, the havi]- 
dar, who commanded the advanced guard 
of Sepoys in Captain Dunn’s detachment, 
was fo gallant, and in every refpect fo high- 
hy proper, that the Commander in Chief 

M 2 ftrongly 
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ftrongly recommends to Captain Bowles, 
commanding the Bombay brigade, to ap-~ 
point him a fupernumerary temidar, and 
to fuccecd to the firft weeency. The Co- 
Jonel aifures him his recommendation for 
the confirmation of this appointinent fhall 
be uronely fupported. 

It is reccommended to all officers to make 
themfelves perfect maflers of the fituation 
of the enemy's works, the ground round, 
and the roads leading to them, that fhould 
it he the lotof any p.rijcular individual to 
be fent on a ithe tervice in future, he may 
be the better able to repulate his conduct, 
and by that means be moire Dkely to enture 
facecis wath leoil lofts.

Juxe 18.—From the great expenditure 
of ammunition, it is imagined that care- 
lefsnefs has been the occation of it. The 
troops are therefore cautioned to be parti- 
cularly attentive to the prefervation of it, 
and to keep it as fiee from rain as poffible. 
The mufket balls of all cartridges damaged 


to 
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to be given to the quartermafters of corps, 
cs alfo all mufket balls that may be found 
by foldiers or Sepoys. 


June 19.—The artillery-men formerly 
attached to the guns in the upper fort ha- 
ving now no duty to do, Captain Bowles 
will order them to take their tour of duty 
in the out-works, referving a fufhecent 
number for the mortars. And thote Se- 
poys acting as additional artillery-men, 
that he has not any occafion for, he will 
order to join their battalions, giving cach 
a certificate, that they may draw the flated 
allowance for that fervice. 


Junr 20.—The Commander in Chief 
was much furpriied this day to underftand, 
that, notwithftanding the repeated and 
pointed injunctions refpecting the general 
orders of the day being regularly read, and 
particularly explained to both foldicrs and 
Sepoys, that even officers were ignorant of 
orders iffued two days ago. He therefore 
affures the officers (but hopes that they nor 
any others will again be guilty of the fame 
neglect), that fhould the like a fecond time 
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happen, they may depend on being put 
under an arreft for difobedience of or- 
ders, the fault refting folely with them~ 
felves. 

He alfo thinks it proper to mention, that 
the utmoft alertnefs is abfolutely neceflary 
to be obferved by thofe troops on duty; 
and hopes that the commanding officers of 
corps have both the officers and men of 
their refpective battalions in fuch a ftua- 
tion as to be ready to turn out on the fhort- 
eft notice. 

The Colonel likewife defires, that the 
whole troops may be pointed in being at 
their alarm-pofts at, or rather before, the 
hour appointed. Should it rain at that 
time, the troops may fit in their huts with 
their arms in their hands, unlefs in cafe of 
an alarm. 

The bullocks now remaining, to be re- 
ferved for the ufe of the hofpital ; and the 
troops doing duty to receive half allowance 
of falt provifions every fecond day. The 
different corps to indent to the Commiffary 
for tobacco, at the rate of half a feer for 
a Sepoy or lafcar.

Junz 22.—The following rules to be 
obferved by the garrifon in cafe a flag of 
truce appears in the enemy’s lines. —The 
commanding officer in front of whofe poft 
it appears, is inftantly to acquaint the 
Commander in Chief therewith, and to 
fhew a white flag, fignifying to the enemy 
that it is obferved. Should the flag of 
truce attempt to advance, he is to make 
fignals for them not to come beyond their 
own lines, which fhould they not obferve, 
he is to enforce by firing a mufket in the 
air over the flag. From the time the Hag 
fhews itfelf till it is anfwered and re- 
turns to its lines, no perfon is to fire a 
fhot from any quarter ; and all officers and 
non-commiffioned officers commanding 
pofts in the out-works, muft be an{wer- 
able that they do not allow any perfon 
whatever to be gazing over the works in 
their charge ; and. the fentinels pofted on 
the ramparts to allow no perfon to come 

_near their pofts, or to look over any part 
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of the works, until the flag has received 
its anfwer and returned. The perfon fent 
out to meet the flag, will aét according to 
the inftruGtions he receives. If to bring 
in the flag, to meet it half way towards 
the enemy’s works, blindfold the perfon, 
and bring him to Head-quarters, without 
allowing any perfon to fpeak to him, and 
fending back all the other attendants to 
their lines. If his inftructions are to dif- 
mifs him, he will of courfe give the per- 
fon carrying the flag his anfwer, and re- 
turn him to his hnes. 

A childith cuftom having been practifed 
by part of this garrifon, of {peaking and 
making fignals to the enemy over the walls, 
which is not treating them with proper 
contempt, and confequently demeaning 
ourfelves, fuch unbecoming practices are 
therefore abfolutely forbid. 

No foldiers or Sepoys to be allowed to 
go up the fteps on either fide the outer 
fea-gate, unlefs duty calls them there: 
And the guard pofted, in the tower to the 
left of the outer eaft-pate, is to allow none 
to pafs that way along the covert-way : 
Nor is the guard in the fouth-weft tower 

of 
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of the covert-way to fufter any to pafs that 
way towards the outer fea-gate. Thefe 
orders to be ftridtly attended to. The of- 
ficers and non-commiffioned officers at 
thofe pofts muft be anfwerable for any ne- 
glect that happens in future. 


Brigade-major Wolfeley for the future 
will take his duty in the line as Captain. 


June 23.—That the troops may be het- 
ter acquainted with, and get fooner to their 
alarm-pofts, the officers commanding bat- 
talions will allot particular companies, or 
particular men, as they judge moft pro- 
per, for the different ftations in their 
pofts, where thofe companies or men fo 
ftationed are inftantly to fly on the {malleft 
alarm, without waiting either for their of- 
ficers, or the parading of their companies. 
By this means that confufion almoft una- 
voidable in a dark night, will be in a vreat 
meafure rectified. Each individual alfo, 
knowing his own ground, will, if a ban- 
quette is neceflary, raife one for himfelf. 
If he finds himfelf too high, or too much 
expofed, will naturally lower it. 


All 
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| All the treeps to be cautioned again 
expofing themfelves to the enemy's muf- 
ketry when they go to wafh, or bring wa- 
ter from below the cafk-battery. They 
mutt keep clofe under the hill, where they 
will be covered from the enemy who fire 
from above. 

Jone 27.—Some damaged muflet-car- 
tridges having been iffued to the troops, 
the commanding officers of corps will have 
the ammunition of their refpective hbatta- 
lions particularly examined; and aj] that 
ig found not to be ina perfed& good {tate 
to be re-placed before guard-mounting this 
evening. 


June 28.——A namber of Europeans ha- 
ving been wounded from their expofing 
themfelves in firing at the enemy, all of- 
ficers and non-commiffioned officers com~ 
manding guards, are not to poft any Euro- 
pean fentinels during the day, and to be 
an{werable that they do not idly expofe 
themfelves. The Europeans theméfelves 
ought to recolleét, that the bayonet is the 
fervice required of them, and that they 
demean themfelwes by firing at fuch a daf- 

tardly 
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tardly fet. As fire-wood is now become 
avery fcarce article, and the expenditure 
in the prefent mode much greater than if 
regularly ferved to the troops, the quar- 
ter mafters of brigades will immediately 
called, and lodge in the upper fort, as 
much wood as poffible ; but nat to iffue it 
till further orders. Whenever a frefh fup- 
ply of mufket-ammunition js ferved, ei- 
ther to the troops ar to particylar pofts, 
each box to be immediately examined and 
tried. Whatever part is found bad or 
damp to be inftantly returned, and goad 
ammunition to he fent in its room, The 
Quarter-mafter will embrace the farft goad 
weather to air all his ammunition. 

Thofe men of the Bombay regiment 
attached to Captain Napier’s corps, to do 
duty with the artillery till further orders. 
Captain Napier will fend them immediately 
to Captain Bowles, that they may be ap- 
pointed to their ftations.

The Commander in Chief is forry to 
underftand, that the naig and fix Sepoys 
ftationed in the covert-wuay, near where 
the enemy made the afflault laft night, gave 
way, and, like cowards, retired in great 
confulion, without making any refiflance. 
From the known fpirit and bravery of the 
Sth battalion, to which this party belong- 
ed, he hopes the whole battalion will con~ 
fider it as an injury to them, and trcat 
the culprits with that difdain that cow- 
ardice merits, till by future good condué& 
they retrieve their characters. He is much 
more hurt at the infamous and daftardly 
conduct of the corporal and fix Europeans 
ftationed near the mine, who, notwith- 
ftanding the f{pirited exertions of Lieute- 
nant Boyce to get them to advance with 
fixed bayonets, which would effectually, 
in that fituation, have made them an over- 
match for any body of the enemy they 

could 
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could meet, got into confufion, and be- 
gan loading their arms, a fure fign of cow- 
ardice in Europeans, whofe fole truft ought 
to be in the bayonet. As the corporal is 
no longer worthy of wearing a knot which 
merit alone entitled him to, he is hereby 
reduced to ferve as private in the ranks, 
not to be re-inftated until, by gallant con- 
duct in futare, he convinces his officers 
and brother foldiers that he merits that 
name, and their countenance. He has no 
doubt but the corps will treat the whole 
party with proper contempt. The Com- 
mander in Chief, with great fatisfaction, 
returns his thanks to the troops on duty 
and ftationed at the eaft-gate, for their 
{pirited conduct and alacrity im getting to 
their alarm-pofts when the attack was 
‘made this morning. His particular ac- 
knowledgements are due to Lieutenant 
Ralfton and the guard that fapported, for 
‘their {pirited and galHant attack upon the 
affailants, whom they obliged to retreat 
with confiderable lofs, after they had got 
pofieffion of the tower. The cafe with 
‘which the enemy were repulfed, will cer- 
tninly.convince the troops of the ftrength 
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of this fituation, and the defpicable {et 
they have to deal with. 

The Colonel being informed that it is a 
practice amongft the Sepoys to throw out 
half of the powder of their cartridges, 
the commanding officers of battalions will 
take every poflible means to put a {top to 
fo fhameful a cuftom, by affuring the Se- 
poys, that the cartridges are by no means 
too large, and that the damp weather 
greatly adds to their weaknefs ; acquaint- 
ing them at fame time, that any one dif- 
covered in future committing this fault 
fhall be feverely punithed. 

The working parties being now very 
{mall, the Colonel requefts that all coolies 
the Gentlemen can poffibly {pare may be 
fent to the Engineer, with the number 
each officer fends as conftant labourers.

Captain Dunn his acknowledgements for 
the fervices he rendered in fo fpeedily and 
gallantly fupporting Licutenant Rattray. 

All the other officers and troops con- 
cerned, may be afiured he is fenfible of 
their merit. He felt great pleafure in ob- 
ferving that zealous eagernefs through the 
whole to engage the enemy, and particu- 
larly that they put fo much confidence in 
the bayonet, the only fure means by which 
in that fituation they could have maintain- 
ed their poft. 

Thote coolies who are employed in the 
fervice of the Engineer, and who remain 
conftantly with him, the Colonel promifes, 
that fhould any of them be difabled in the 
fervice by wounds, to have them made the 
fame allowance for life as Sepoys in a fimi- 
har predicament. 


Jury 9.—The ground on which the 
1ft battalion of Sepoys is at prefent hut- 
ted, being much expofed to rockets, &c. 
thofe Gentlemen who have horfes in the 
ditch upon the left of the eaft-gate, will 
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have them removed as fpeedily as poffible, 
that it may be occupied by the 1{t batta- 
lion. 


Jury 11.—Exact returns of the duty- 
men in each battalion of Sepoys, with 
the number each mounts daily, to be given 
in this evening precifely at five o’clock, to 
the Major of Brigade of the Honourable 
the Company’s troops. 

The 1ft battalion of Sepoys being now 
fo much reduced by the late cafualties 
which have happened that it cannot fur- 
nifh the neceffary guards for their prefent 
poft, it will therefore remove to the ground 
occupied by the 8th battalion of Sepoys 
to-morrow morning; and the 8th batta- 
lion will take up the 1ft battalion’s ground. 

Lieutenant Riddle, commanding at the 
cafk-battery, will confider himfelf entirely 
under the command of Captain Dunn (ex- 
cept where the Captain for the day’s duty 
interferes), and will make all his reports 
accordingly. 


Jury 12.—The Commander in Chief 
is forry to be under the neceflity of order- 
N ing 
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ing Lieutenant , though a 
under arreft, for allowing himfelf to 
furprifed, and for quitting his poft with his 
whole party without orders. Captain 
Wolfeley’s fpirited behaviour in regaining 
that poft, and fo gallantly maintaining it 
for a confiderable timc, with only one 
European, (Ferrall, private in the rooth 
regiment), and one havildar [Efnagee Got 
Naig, otf the 3d battalion of Sepoys], de- 
mands his fincere thanks. The European 
he recommends to the firft vacant knot 
in his corps; the havildar to the firft com- 
miffion of temidar. 

Though the Colonel highly difapproves 
of Lieutenant 's conduct in quitting 
bis pott, he at the fime time exculpates 
Licutenant Walker from any fhare of 
blame, though reduced to the neceffity of 
abandoning his poft, having fent in wound. 
ed the greater part of his men, and the few 
that remained being fo much bruifed, that 
every effort of Lieutenant Walker could not 
induce them to continue at their flations. 

Captain Nugent will take command of 
the lower fort during Captain Napier’s in- 
dif{pofition. 
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Jury 13.—The commanding officers 
of corps will indent to the Commuiffary 
for tobacco, at the rate of half a feer per 
man, for their effectives only. Thofe men 
difcharged from the hofpitals, after having 
done two days duty, will be entitled alfo 
to the above allowance. 


Jury 18.—The Commander in Chief 
is forry to have omitted in yefterday’s or- 
ders the thanks due to Lieutenant Gil- 
kennet and Enfign Reed, and thofe troops 
under their command, for their gallant and 
fteady behaviour in maintaining their re- 
fpective pofts when attacked by the enemy. 
He is at the fame time concerned to find, 
that the conduct of moft of the foldiers 
(if they deferve that name) of the gad 
regiment, at Enfign Reed’s poft, was fo 
fhamefully backward and daftardly, as to 
be afraid to face the few of the cowardly 
enemy that came into our trenches ; a fitu- 
ation where three Europeans were equal to 
all that could oppofe them. And under- 
ftanding that the corporal of that party be- 
haved, if poffible, worfe than the private 

men, he is therefore reduced, until future- 
N 2 good 
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good condu& again recommends him to be 
reinftated. 

In confequence of intelligence received 
this day of the approach of reinforcements 
from different quarters to this garrifon, a 
falute will be fired to-morrow at noon, 
from the field pieces in the upper fort. 


Jury 19.—The troops in the upper 
fort will parade at noon on the weftern cur- 
tain, in order to give three cheers after the 
falute is fired. 

The troops in the lower fort will parade 
alfo on their W. curtain at fame tine. 

The three battalions of Scpoys are to 
affemble at their different alurm-pofts, at 
the hour above mentioned. 


Jury 22.—A ceffation of arms having 
taken place for the fpace of two days from 
this date, the troops ure hercby informed, 
that all firing and works are to ceafe during 
that time. 

The commanding officers of guards and 
pofts will give the earlieft information to 
the Commander in Chief if the enemy 
are obferved to tranfgrefs in this particular, 

and 
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and the whole of this garrifon are ftrictly 
to obferve the order of the 22d of June, 
refpecting their conduct during flags of 


truce. 


Jury 24.—-The Commander in Chief 
hopes, that though a ceffation from hof- 
tilities at prefent fubfifts, that all the out- 
pofts are not lefs upon their guard than for- 
merly, and that the reft of the garrifon 
continue ftrictly to adhere to the orders for- 
merly iffued, and are equally ready to fly to 
their re{pective pofts upon the leaft alarm, 
which the treachery of our enemies gives 
us hourly reafon to expect, and againft 
which we cannot be too well prepared, 


Jury 29.—The Commander in Chief 
is much furprifed to find, that Sepoys, who 
have fo gallantly gone through all the dan- 
gers and fatigues of a tedious fiege, fhould 
be deferting at a time when _ reinforce- 
ments, from different quarters, are actually 
on their way, daily expected, and muft ere 
long arrive to our relicf,—when the ene- 
my’s force is undoubtedly reduced, by the 
French troops being withdrawn from their 
N 3 army, 
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army, and when the weather is becoming 
fo moderate as to render duty to fuch good 
troops a pleafure. 

He underftands they have got an idea 
that, the fort is to be delivered up, and 
the garrifon made prifoners. He affures 
them it is not to be the cafe: So far from 
it, he confiders the fort as tenable for two 
months longer again{ft the enemy we have 
to deal with; andeven then (being deter- 
mined never to give it up, and having the 
greate(t confidence in the rcfolute bravery 
of the garrifon) he trufts, that fhould the 
enemy make an attempt to ftorm, ‘they 
would be repulfed with a very confiderable 
lofs. He cautions the Sepoys againft be-~ 
Ing inveivled away by any promifes the 
enemy may make them; and defircs that 
the commanding officers of the different 
pofts will not only give, but fee obeyed 
alfo, the ftricteft orders to prevent that in- 
tercourfe which at prefent fubfifts between 
our troops and thofe of the enemy, by 
punctually attending to the orders of the 
z2d of June, which, he is forry to ob- 
ferve, many of the officers have of late 
paid fo little attention to, even im their 

own 
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own conduct. Where a perfon could not 
with fafety (hew himtelf during the conti- 
nuance of hoftilities, he ought not now. 
And inftead of making the enemy’s con- 
duct an excufe for infringing the orders, 
we ought to confider them in their true 
light, a lawlefs banditti, to whom we 
fhould fhew the example, and oblige them 
' to follow it, firft by ordering them down, 
and fhould they fill perfift, by firing over 
their heads ; fhould this not be fufhcient, 
to fire directly at them. 

Having fo fully explained in this, and 
in the order of the 22d of June, the con- 
duct to be obferved by the garrifon during 
a ceffation of hoftilities ovcafioned by flags 
of truce, or from other caufes, the Colo- 
nel is determined to punifh with feverity 
the firft perfon found guilty of a breach of 
them, either during the prefent ceflation of 
arms, or at any future period. 

All the men off duty belonging to the 
different battalions to be paraded, and this 
order diftin@ly explained to them. At the 
fame time the order of the 22d of June to 
be again explained. Commanding officers 
of corps to be particularly careful that they 
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are alfo made known to all the men on 
duty, and to thofe difcharged from the 
hofpital,, the very firft opportunity. 


AuGwestT 2.—-Captain Napier having re- 
turned himfelf fit for duty, he will re- 
fume the command of the lower fort. 

A detachment of 1 Subaltern, 2 fube- 
dars, 5 temidars, 13 ferjéant, 7 havildars, 
9 naigs, 4 drummers, and 1oo Sepoys, 
from the 1ft grenadier battalion, to be in 
readinefs on the fhorteft notice to mount 
guard in the enemy's trénches. As Cap- 
tain Dunn may find it neceffary to take 
many men off duty, he will as foon as pof- 
fible acquaint the Major of Brigade with 
their number, that they may immediately 
be relieved by the 1ft and 8th battahons. 

This detachment to be formed of pick- 
ed men from the grenadier corps, and to be 
in every refpect as neat and clean as pof- 
fible. The other battalions will take this 
duty in rotation: They will therefore take 
care to referve their beft men for that pur- 
pofe. 

Two Britifh officers bemg required by 
the Nabob as hoftages to enforce the ar- 
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ticles agreed upon by the Commander in 
Chief and the Nabob previous to a ceffa- 
tion of arms taking place, and the Colo- 
nel having confented thereto, he wifhes 
volunteers for this duty, one Subaltern from 
his Majefty’s, and one Subaltern from the 
Honourable the Company’s troops. If 
there are not volunteers, the firft Subal- 
tern for duty in the 42d regiment, and 
the firft Subaltern for duty in the Ho- 
nourable the Company’s troops, will conft- 
der themfelves for the above duty, to be 
warned this evening before guard-mount- 
ing. They are to remain at Mangalore 
with the commanding officer of the French 
troops, under his particular care. 


Volunteers for this duty will fend in 
their names immediately to Brigade-major 
Woleley. The ftaff officers not to be 
included. 


AuGustT 4.—Asa party of the Nabob’s 
Scpoys are to be admitted into the fort, 
the Colonel defires that the troops may be 
particularly attentive with regard to their 
conduct refpecting them, and hopes they 


may 
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may not have any juft caufe of complaint 
during their continuance. 

A cefflation of arms having taken place, 
they are to be confidered and treated, for 
the prefent, as friends. 


Aucust 5.-—Abftracts of arrears of pay 
due to the troops, to be immediately fent in 
to the Paymafter, in compliance with for- 
mer general orders. 


Avcust 6,—The Colonel underftand- 
ing that feveral Sepoys went yefterday as 
far as the enemy’s bezar, pofitively for- 
bids fuch irregular proceedings. At the 
fame time informs the garrifon, that a 
large bezar will be eftablithed immediately, 
clofe to the fort, under proper regulations. 

As both foldiers and Sepoys have during 
the fiege, behaved fo well, the Colonel} 
would be forry that they fhould now, from 
an excefs of irregularities, oblige their ofh- 
cers to bring them to punifhment and dif- 
grace, which will undoubtedly be the cafe, 
if, when every proper indulgence is al- 
lowed them, they difobey thofe rules which 
are neceflary for good order and difcipline. 

AUGUST 
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. AveusT 7.—The Chief Engineer will 
immediately collect all the timber, planks, 
&c. that belong to him, now appropriated 
to the purpofe of bomb-proofs, &c.; and 
the officers will take notice not to interrupt 
his men in the execution of this order. 

A detachment from the i ft battalion of 
Sepoys, confifting of 1 Subaltern, 3 temi- 
dars, 5 havildars, 6 naigs, 4 drummers, 
60 Sepoys, to parade this evening at four 
o’clock, to relieve the detachment of the 
1{t grenadiers now in the enemy’s trenches. 
—There not being any Subaltern in the 
firft battalion of Sepoys fufficiently veried 
in the country language, Lieutenant Ward 
will take the command of them. 


Avucust 8.—No perfon whatever to go 
without the lines of this garrifon till a ge- 
neral permiffion is granted in orders. 


AuscustT 9.—All the Europeans of the 
different guards to be withdrawn at feven 
o'clock every morning, and half of the 


Sepoys. 
Auvucusr 10o.—The 8th battalion of Se- 
poys to furnith, for the relicf of the 1 


battalion 
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battalion now in the enemy’s trenches, 1 
Subaltern, 3 temidars, 5 havildars, 6 naigs, 
4 drummers, 60 Sepoys; to parade to- 
morrow morning precifely at half after {e- 
ven o’clock. Lieutenant Home will take 
the command of this detachment. 

* All the men belonging to the Bombay 
regiment to be immediately embodied, and 
the commanding officers of the Bombay 
brigade will pleafe to give the necefiary 
orders for the difcipline of the recruits 
of that corps. 


Avscust 15.—The troops may now 
pafs freely, without the lines: But as 
without regulations, and they ftrictly ad- 
hered to, a bad ufe may be made of that 
indulgence, the Commander in Chief de- 
fires that no more of any one battalion be 
allowed to go without the lines than thirty 
foldiers or Sepoys: Four black officers, 
with 4 havildars, 4 naigs, and 1 drummer, 
attached to this number: To the Euro- 
peans, 3 ferjeants, 3 corporals, 1 drum- 
mer. The corps whofe numbers are fmafl 
to be regulated by the fame proportions. 
"The whole to be dreffed as neat and clean, 
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and as much like foldiers as poffible, with 
their fide arms only ; each of thofe to have 
a written pafs, figned by the adjutant of 
the battalion, the date and name to be 
put on the back, fo that the fame pafs may 
anfwer for a confiderable time. Thefe 
parties to parade every morning at troop- 
beating, and to be minutely examined by 
their ref{pective adjutants. Any foldier or 
Sepoy found improperly drefied, to be re- 
turned to his quarters, and another ordered 
in his room. The pafics to be delivered 
to the party, after being reviewed, and to 
be returned to the ferjeant-major at retreat- 
beating, who will immediately deliver them 
to the adjutant: And all abfentees to be re- 
ported, if not returned at evening gune- 
fring. 

The officers and non-commiffioned offi- 
cers to be anfwerable for the good beha- 
viour of the detachment: And if any fol- 
dier or Sepoy belonging to it attempts to 
fell or give away his pafs, without permif- 
fion from the commanding officer of his 
corps, he will be moft feverely punifhed. 

The rft article of ceflation refpecting 
the difpofition of the troops, points out 

the 
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the fhore as the route they are to take, in 
their excurfions they are therefore literally 
to adhere to it. 

The officers having permiffion to take 
any route, will alfo attend to what is men- 
tioned refpecting examining the enemy's 
lines, and avoid as much as poffible giving 
the leaft caufe of fufpicion or offence. 

The Colonel would wifh that each corps 
fhould always have one third of their men 
in the garrifon, exclufive of thofe upon 
duty ; and whatever orderlies, &c. attend 
thofe officers who go without the lines, 
will take care always to return at the fame 
time the officers do over whom they 
mount. 

From the great indulgence allowed by 
the Nabob to this garrifon, the Colonel 
hopes they will convince his Highnefs 
that they merit it, as well as they do the 
great praite he gives them, for their gal- 
lant behaviour in the defence of this place. 

All work being now fet afide, and moft 
of the men off duty in the day-time, 
commanding officers of corps will imme- 
diately eftablith the-neceffary drills, and 
ina little terme the Colonel will endeavour 

: to 
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to have ground allowed for the exerci- 
fing and manceuvring of a whole battalion ; 
and he expects to fee every foldier and Se- 
poy dreffed as clean and as much like fol- 
diers as the fituation of their clothes and 
quarters will admit. Thofe off duty, when 
walking about the garrifon, are conftantly 
to wear their fide arms; the appearance of 
the men will evidently fhew the attention 
paid them by their refpective ofhcers. 

As a bezar will be eftablithed this day on 
the covert-way to the weft of the fort, all 
the troops not having paffes are pofitively 
forbid, on pain of fevere punifliment, to 
pafs the out-pofts, except thofe attending 
as orderlies, &c: And to prevent any o- 
thers having the f{malleft excufe for being 
beyond the out-pofts without a pafs, even 
thofe men who carry provifions for the, 
guard in the cnemy’s trenches, are to have 
paiics from their refpective adjutants. 

The commanding officer of the out- 
poit will examine every pafs; and if any 
forgeries are difcovered, he will inftantly 
confine the perfon prefenting them, and 
fend him prifoner to the main-guard. The 
furgeons mutt alfo regulate their hofpitals, 
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fo as no breach of the above orders tan 
happen in their department. They may 
fign paffes for thofe under their particular 
charge. 


Aucust 18.—None of the troops to go 
without-the works of the garrifon till fur- 
ther orders. 


AvcusT 1tg9.—On_ BSripadier-general 
Macleod’s landing to-morrow, a falute of 
39 guns will be fired from the garrifon. 

Colonel Campbell underftanding from 
the Nabob, that the reafon of the troops 
being flopped frem going without the lines, 
was on account of their being fo drunk and 
riotous in his camp, that his officers were 
obliged to confine many of them; cau- 
tions the garrifon again{t fo improper and 

sunfoldier-like a practice; affuring them, 
that a repetition of fuch conduct will de- 
termine him to put a total {top to their go- 
ing out in future beyond the lines of the 
garrifon. A white Hag will hereafter point 
out the road the troops are to go; and they 
are to return by the fame way. The bank 
of the river to the fouthward of the fort 
is to be their route. 

OcTo- 
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OcToBER 10.—Thofe men belonging 
to the different guards who come off duty 
at feven o'clock in the morning, are to re- 
main accoutred during the day. 


Ocroser 11.—Half the men off duty 
are to fleep by their arms, on théir re- 
{pective parades, till furtier orders. 

Colonel Campbell re queits all the Gen- 
tlemen will give thofe of their coolics, 
whom they have not immediate occafion 
for, directions to parade to-morrow morn- 
ing, precifely at tix o’clock, at Mr. Tay- 
lor’s quarters, for the purpofe of carrying 
firewood into the fort. The Colonel hopes 
that the officers will oblige their coolies to 
be punctual to the hour above mentioned. 


OcToBER 13.—The troops are to be 
immediately completed to 18 rounds per 
man; and thofe corps that already have an 
overplus, will return it to the guarter- 
miaifter. 

Two boxes of mufkct-ammunition muft 
be, conftantly kept in the higheit preferva- 
tion at the cafk-battcry ; and three boxes 
muft be indented for by Captain Dunn to 
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fupply any immediate want of the troops 
ftationed contiguous to his poft. 

None of the guards (except thofe fta- 
tioned at the out-pofts) are to load; and 
the commanding officers of corps are par- 
ticularly enjoined to examine frequently 
the {tate of their ammunition, and {trictly 
put in force their orders for its preferva- 
tion. 

The troops muft however recollect, that 
their fole and only dependence for the de- 
fence of this place muft be in the bayonet. 


OcTrosper 14.~——The Nabob’s delays in 
furnifhing the garrifon with provifions, o- 
bliges Colonel Campbell to order the troops 
upon the fame allowance as was given 
them the Jatur port of the fiege; and 
whatever articles co: their allowance the be- 
zar furnifhes, money will be given to pur- 
chafe. 

The fcearcity of wood renders it abfo- 
Jutely neceffary for the troops not to cook 
oftner than once a-day, for a few days; 
and Inc non-commifponed ofcers are we~ 
“ced ta ke ae tus otdee i¢ RtukDy be 
beyed, 

Oc- 
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OcToger 21.—The Nabob’s conduct 
becoming every day more and more fufpi- 
cious, it is abfolutely neceflary that the 
garrifon be conftantly alert, and ute every 
precaution to counteract any treacherous 
attempt his Highnefs may make to endea- 
vour to get pofieffion of this fort. No 
part of the guards will therefore, in fu- 
ture, quit their refpective posts till the 
enemy's fquads, that are drilling in their 
front, are difmiffed. While in their quar- 
ters, they are to be ready, on the {malleft 
alarm, to fly to their different ftations. 
And as the enemy’s troops affemble in the 
evening for exercife, they are alfo to af- 
femble on the grand parade at half paft 
four o'clock, for which purpofe the long 
ro}) is to beat, when they will march to 
théir refpective pofts, and will there re- 
main until relieved. 

The Commitary will in foture ifte to 
the troops two thirds allowance of rice; 
the remainder of the provifions to be paid 
in money. 


CAcraace zf.— Zrvecy gecGa daccag 
arms, foliciting admittance into the fort 
O 2 at 
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at any of the out-pofts, to be ftop- 
ped, and immediately reported. Thofe 
without arms not to be detained, but to 
be fent in under a guard to Head-quar- 
ters. 


NovemBer 4.—All deferters to be im- 
mediately reported. 


NovemBrr 11.—All the advanced fen- 
tinels at the different out-pofts to be, in 
future, doubled; and any one Sepoy (thus 
potted) making his efcape to the enemy, 
the remaining fentry will be made anfwer- 
able for his defertion. 


NoveMBER 12.—The garrifon to receive 
full allowance of rice till further orders, 


NovEMBER 15.-——As there is reafon to 
fufpect that the enemy are meditating an 
attack, the utmoft alacrity js neceffary. 
Vigilance and perfeverance for 4 few days 
longer, will infure’what the garrifon have 
fo gallantly and refolutely maintained for 
fix months paft. 


All 
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All fentinels in future’ at the different 
out-pofts to be relieved every hour; and 
any one fentry found fitting, or in any re- 
{pect negligent on his poft, to be imme- 
diately confined, tried, and, if found guil- 
ty, to be publickly difgraced for rifking 
the laurels his brother foldiers have gained 
with fuch danger and fatigue. 


NoveMBER 27.——Thirty Sepoys from 
the Bombay brigade to be immediately fent 
to Lieutenant Thompfon commanding the 
artillery, to affift at the guns. 


NovemMBER 30.—The officers are re- 
quefted to fend fuch of their coolies as they 
can conveniently {pare to the Commiflary’s 
ftore-houfe as foon as poflible, to affift in 
carrying provifions from the beach. 


DECEMBER 1.—To prevent any wrong 
conftruction being put on the departure of 
the fleet, the Colonel thinks it proper to 
affign to the garrifon the real caufe, name- 
ly, the Want of water; to procure which 
the fleet has been obliged to run down to- 
wards Tillicherry, but may be expected to 
return in the courfe of a very few days. 


O 3 The 
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The Colonel, relying on the bravery and 
ardent zeal which the whole garrifon have 
conftantly fhewn upon every occafion fince 
the commencement of the fiege, is con- 
vinced that their future conduct will not 
only fully juftify the high encomiums the 
Governor and Seleét Committee of Bom- 
bay have thought proper to confer upon 
the garrifon, but will alfo merit his fincere 
and lafting thanks: And he hopes, although 
frequent defertions have lately happened a- 
mongit the Sepoys, that thofe of the r{t 
and 8th battalions, &c. have a juft fenfe 
of the cowardice and meannefs of thofe 
men who have deferted their colours, and 
entered Into a moft defpicable and miferable 
fervice; the high rewards the enemy hold 
out for their encouragement being only fo 
many {nares to inveigle them into flavery, 
never meaning to comply with the promi- 
fes they make when once they have got 
them into their poffeffion. 

On the return of the fleet, money is ex- 
pected in order to pay off (as faras the fum 
will admit) the arrears duc to the garrifon ; 
and the Colonel hopes, that in cafe it may 
be neceflary to order working parties oc- 

cafionally 
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caiionally from the garrifon, they will 
cheerfully acquiefce in contributing to- 
. wards what is abfolutely requifite for their 
own fafety. 


DECEMBER 4.—As a full allowance of 
wood will hereafter be ifflued to the garri~ 
fon, the fevereft punifhment will be in- 
flicted on any perfon detected in carrying 
away any wood belonging to the Engi- 
neer, artillery department, &c. &c. 


DecemMBER 10.—All the Europeans of 
the different guards are hereafter to be 
withdrawn at fix o’clock every morning, 
unlefs the enemy are obferved to exercile 
near thofe pofts at which the Europeans 
are ftationed: In that cafe they are to re- 
main until the enemy’s {quads are difmif- 
fed. The officers, and non-commiffhloned 
officers, commanding the different guards 
that are to be withdrawn, will alfo obferve 
to repair to their pofts, whenever any un- 
ufual number of the enemy appear under 
arms near their ref{pective itations. And 
not otherwife, till further orders. 


O4 DECcCEM- 
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DecemMBFR 13.—The furgeons having 
reprefented the prefent ficknefs that pre- 
vails to be in a great meafure occafioned by 
the quantity of {alt provifions that isemade 
ufe of ; there will in future be two ban 
yan days in the week, on Mondays and 
Thurfdays, when rice will be iffued in pro-~ 
portion. 


DrcrMBER 20.——As unforefeen acci- 
dents may detain the army intended for 
the relief of this place a few days longer 
than is expected, and the arrack decreafing 
taft, half allowance will be iffued till fur- 
ther orders. And the Colonel enjoins the 
commanding ofhcers of the 1{t and 8th bat- 
talione to ufe every means in their power 
to convince the Sepoys of the neceflity of 
hufbanding their provifions with the {trict- 
eft aaconomy ; and that as it is intended to 
ilfue to thofe Sepoys who have not fami- 
lies two thirds allowance of rice, paying 
the remaining part in money, the Colonel 
hopes fuch regulation will be received 
without murmur or dif{content, convinced 
(as they muft be) of effeCtual relief fhortly 
arriving. 

DEcEM- 
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DeceMBER 21.—A fmall quantity of 
tobacco having been found in poffeffion of 
fome of the Commitfary’s people, Colonel 
Campbell has feized it for the ufe of the 
Sepoys only. The commanding officers 
of thofe corps will therefore fend their in- 
dents to the Commiflary this evening, and 
will receive the quantity allotted them to- 
morrow. The drummers, and all thofe 
who draw provifions as Europeans, on no 
account to be included, arrack ftanding 
as a fubftitute to them. Any perfon ha- 
ving tobacco for fale, to give in his name 
to the Commifiary, who will eftablifh a 
price fufficient to allow the merchant a 
reafonable profit, without impofing upon 
the garrifon. 


DECEMBER 26.——Colonel Campbell ean- 
not too ftrongly affure the garrifon of the 
great fatisfaction he has felt in their fteady 
and {pirited perfeverance during their late 
f{evere trials,—from hard duty, work, a to- 
tal want of the moft nourifhing part of 
their provifions, and a great fcarcity of all 
the others. The Sepoys (who have fuffer- 
ed moft) claim his particular acknowledge- 

ments. 
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ments. The whole garrifon may depend 
upon his endeavouring to procure for them 
every indulgence that the future fervice 
will admit of ; and he is happy to acquaint 
them, that his intelligence leads him to 
belicve, that above one thid of the Na- 
bob’s army has joined Brigadier-general 
Macleod, who is at this inftant advancing 
to the relief of this place, and at no great 
diftance; fo that there is every reafon to 
hope that a few days longer will not only 
put an end to their fufferings, but allio 
give them an opportunity of being reven- 
ged upon thofe who have occafioned them. 
For which purpofe they may have their 
bayonets in gcod order, one great advan- 
tage we have over our enemies refting in 
that weapon. 

As all the horfes in the garrifon will be 
wanted on the arrival of the army, the 
{miths lately employed by the artillery de- 
partment will fet about fhoing them. The 
Quartermafter to the Bombay troops will 
furnifh them with coals. They are to be- 
gin with Brigadier-general Macleod’s hor- 
fes.

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' DeceMBER 30.—There being now but 
a very {mall quantity of arrack in ftore, it 
can only be iffued in future to working 
parties, and the hofpital. 


DECEMBER 31.—-Colonel Campbell, 
wifhing to alleviate as much as he poffibly 
can the fufferings of the garrifon, defires 
that the duty men may be reduced to one 
third of the effectives, and that the offi- 
cers commanding at the different pofts will 
leffen the number of their fentinels ac- 
cordingly. 


JANuARY 2, 1784.— Colonel Camp- 
bell acquaints the garrifon, that he has 
had a letter from Brigadier-general Mac- 
leod, mentioning, ‘‘ That nothing could 
‘* have prevented his more effectually re- 
“«-lieving the garrifon but thedaily expecta- 
“ tion of the arrival of the Englifh Com- 
<*« miffioners appointed to make peace with 
‘“* the Nabob,” which cannot fail of ta- 
king place in avery fhort time; fo that 
the Sepoys may reft affured, that they 
will not remain long in their prefent un- 
comfortable fituation, and that, at the con- 

clufion 
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clufion of the peace, they will immediately 
return to their families in Bombay; while 
thofe wretches who have deferted their co- 
lours will lead a life of mifery in the Na- 
bob’s fervice. 

As firewood is become a very {carce ar- 
ticle in the garrifon, the troops mutt ma- 
nage to do with half allowance; and the 
greateft @conomy is recommended to all 
the officers. 

No European artificers employed in any 
public department to draw more than onc 
extra dram. 


JANUARY 9.-— There being reafon to 
expect that a bezar will come in regularly 
in future, the officer at the Ram ‘Tower 
will take charge of it: And that he may 
have every affiftance, a ferjeant that {peaks 
Moors, from the Bombay brigade, will 
attend, to fettle any difputes the Europeans 
may have with the bezar people; and an 
intelligent black officer from each batta- 
lion of Sepoys to be anfwerable for the 
men of their refpective battalions. The 
officer will endeavour to prevent, if pof- 
fible, too many people going to the bezar 

at 
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at one time: And the black officers and 
ferjeants will be in waiting at the Ram 
Tower an hour before the bezar comes in. 


JANuARY 14.—~The irregularities lately 
committed at the bezar,’ render the ftricteft 
regulations neceflary: Colonel Campbell 
therefore defires that the following rules 
may be obferved : 

A neceffary number of men from each 
battalion, with a non-commiffioned officer 
per company, to be appointed every morn- 
ing at roll-call to go to the bezar and pur- 
chafe the articles wanted for the whole 
battalion, which the commanding officers 
of corps will take care are afterwards pro- 
perly diftributed. When the bezar arrives, 
thefe different detachments will parade, and 
march, under charge of an European officer 
fromeach battalion, tothe Ram Tower. The 
bezar being under charge of the officer of 
that guard, he will admit only a proper and 
proportionable number of each battalion 
to go to the bezar ata time, who, as foon 
as ferved, will return to their refpective di- 
vifions ; and in like manner, till the whole 
are provided. With refpect to the officers 
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fervants, they will be allowed to go ag foon. 
as they arrive; but none muft attempt it 
without applying to the officer of the guard. 
After the officers and troops are ferved, the 
eamp followers to be admitted upon ap- 
plication. : 

The provoft-marfhall will attend, and 
will take up every perfon who attempts to 
go into the bezar without permiffion from 
the officer of the guard. 

The European guard pofted at the Ram 
"Tower will go out there every day at eleven 
o'clock, and will remain till the officer 
finds that he has not any further occafion 
for them, when they will be difmified. 

Until proper regularity is eftablifhed, it 
will be neceffary for the Captain of the day 
to attend ; in which cafe the whole will be 
under his particular directions. 


(January 17.—Servants fent to the be- 
gar by the officers, are in future to have 
notes from their mafters, fpecifying their 
wifh to have them admitted to the bezar, 
and directed to the officer commanding at 
the Ram Tower, who will, upon fuch 
notes being produced to him, allow the 
bearers to pafs. 


JANU- 
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JANUARY 20.—The fmall quantity of 
arrack which remains in ftore, makes it ne~ 
ceflary for the troops to be put upon half 
allowance: And though it gives Colonel ° 
Campbell great concern to be obliged to. 
reduce their proportion ,(as allowed by the 
Honourable Company), he yet 1s convin- 
ced, that both the officers and men will ‘be 
fully fenfible of the neceflity of this re- 
duction, and will chearfully undergo for 
the prefent a*trifling inconvenience, from 
which hereafter they may experience. the 
greateft benefit. 


JANUARY 21.— Colonel Campbell is 
happy to affure the troops, that he has every 
reafon to expect that their diftreffes will 
daily leffen, by a more plentiful and cheaper 
bezar, and that a very fhort time will put 
anend to them. From his information, 
He has reafon to expect Brigadier-gendral 
Macleod in two days; and he is alfo in- 
formed, that though the Commiffioners 
have hitherto been detained, they are now 
advancing with all expedition, and are 
expected in the Nabob’s camp in four 
days. 

The 
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The additional artillery-men to join their 
battalions, and returns to be given in by 
the commanding officer of artillery of the 
number of Europeans and Sepoys he has 
had acting as fuch from the different corps, 
{pecifying the time they were with him. 


JANUARY 23.—A council of war, con- 
fitting of the Captains of the garrifon, to 
affemble at Head-quarters at ten o’clock 
this forenoon. ‘ 

As it is neceffary at prefent to obferve 
great ceconomy with refpect to provifions, 
the Sepoys will have iffued to them to- 
morrow morning, two feers each of black 
gram, with which addition to the quan-’ 
tity of rice they have already received, they 
will be confidered as victualled to the 26th 
inft. inclufive. 

& 

JANUARY 25.-—States of the different 
corps as they ftood the 24th inft. to be 
given in to Brigade-major Wolfeley as foon 
as poffible. 

Colonel Campbell thinks it but juttice 
to the troops to exprefs the very high fenfe 
he has of their good behaviour in fo tedi- 

ous 
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ous and trying 2 fituation; and ftrongly 
enjoins them to adhere to their colours, as 
the only means of fecuring their liberty, 
a contrary conduct being the certain road 
to 'mifery and flavery for life, which thofe 
unfortunate wretches who have gone off will 
foon experience. The troops may be affu- 
red, that their officers will ufe every exer- 
tion for their benefit and advantage, in 
which the Colonel has no doubt but they 
will fucceed- 


JANUARY 27.—All fire-arms whatever, 
not having the King’s or Company's mark 
upon them, to be given in to the Quarter- 
mafter’s ftores of the Bombay brigade be- 
fore twelve o’clock to-morrow; as every 
perfon after that time, found to have in his 
poffeffion arms coming under the defcrip- 
tion above {pecified, will be hable to ner 
vere punifhment. * 


January 28.—The different corps will 
give in to the Commiffary, to-morrow 
morning at eight o’clock, the defictency 
of provifions due from the 26th inftant, 


inclufive ; the European corps from the 
22d 
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22d inclufive, when they will receive the 
allowance in money, in proportion to the 
prefent price in the bezar. The black 
gran and coulty which they have recei- 
ved, not to be confidered as provifions. 

All the fpare arms in garrifon are to be 
delivered immediately to the Quartermafters 
of the refpective brigades; and the Sur- 
geons will give proper directions to have 
the fick in readinefs to embark to-morrow 
morning, on the earlieft notice. "The arms 
of thofe who are unfit to take charge of 
them, to be given in to the Quarter- 
matters. 

Colonel Campbell, finding it neceffary 
to call a council of war, on the 24th in- 
flant, to take under confideration the fitu- 
ation of the garrifon, the council was of 
Opinion, that in cafe the Nabob would not 
infure a futhcient fupply of provifion for 
the troops, articles of capitulation ought 
to be drawn up, and prefented to his High- 
nefs on the 26th inftant; which being 
done, they are now completely fettled. 

The troops will therefore hold them- 
felves in readinefs to embark for Tilli- 
cherry. Colonel Campbell recommends 

to

to the officers to have all their heavy bag- 
gage in readinefs’ to be put on board the 
boats to-morrow morning. 

Returns of fervants, coolies, women, and 
other followers of the army, to be given 
in from the different corps to the Fort- 
adjutant, before eight o’clock to-morrow 
morning. 


JANUARY 29.—As it is probable the 
garrifon will be conveyed to Tillicherry at 
two different embarkations, and that Co- 
lonel Gordon will order the troops to pro- 
ceed by the firft embarkation, leaving the 
heavy baggage, with as many fervants as 
can be f{pared, and the followers of the 
army, for afew days behind, till proper 
boats can be fent for their conveyance. 
The troops will therefore hold themfelves 
in readinefs to embark on the fhorteft no- 
tice, the officers bringing with them in the 
mean time no more fervants than are necef- 
{ary to attend their perfons, not exceeding 
two fervants each, and as little baggage 
as poffible. 


After Orders.—The whole of the garri-~ 
fon, except the fick in hofpital, to be in 
P 2 readinefs 


{ as2 |] 


readinefs to embark an hour before day- 
break to-morrow, and wait for orders to 
march. 


The two field-pieces, with the Royal 
and the Honourable Company’s artillery, 
to be in front; the other corps to follow 
according to feniority. No officer to take 
on board more than one fervant, and one 
{ma}l] trunk. When the boats return from 
the fhips, the fick are to embark. Should 
any boats remuin after the fick are embark- 
ed, the woinen, followers of ihe army, 
heavy baggage, &c. will be put on board 
them; but no women will be fuffered to 
embark with the troops: They are to re- 
main with the baggage of their refpective 
corps. 


An officer, with a corporal and three 
men per corps, will remain in charge of 
the baggage and followers; and exact re- 
turns of the latter to be given in by him 
to-morrow morning, women and children 
included. 


As it is uncertain what quantity of rice 
the Nabob will furnifh the Commiuffary 
with, the officers will obferve to leave mo- 

ney 
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ney with theic fervants to provide them 
felves in the bezar. 

. Fhe detachment of the marine battahan . 
will remain on fhore till fuch time as Co- 
lenel Campbell goes on board. 

His Majefty’s troops, the Honaurable 
Company's artillery and infantry, and the 
1{t battalion of Sepays, to embark on 
board the Sullivan Indiaman. 

Ehe sth buattalian of Sepoys (except 
fixty that are to go om board one of the 
provifign boats), to ambdrk om board the 
armed {now. 

The detachment of the Madras batta- 
lion to embark on board the remaining 
provifion- boat. 


Tillicherry, February 7, 1784. 
The troops having now had full liberty 
for three days, Colonel Campbell is happy 
to find, that, though there has been a great 
deal of drunkennefs,, they have abftained 
from all riots, and that no complaints have 
been made againft them by the inhabi- 
tants. 
Having given them fo long an indul- 
gence, he hopes, and indeed infifts, that 
5 they 
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they will now fet about making them{felves 
appear as foldiers. He pofitively orders 
the greate(t fobriety, and the ftriGteit at- 
tention to their drefs and carriage. No 
man to quit his quarters or ericampment 
without his fide arms, and drefied as neat 
and foldier-like, in every other refpe&t, as’ 
their cloathing will admit. And Colonel 
Campbell flatters himfelf, that as his gal-_ 
lant little command will join the army 
crowned with laurels. they will not dif- 
grace themfelves by any nen or ir- 
regular behaviour. _
